From  the  President 


Dear  PC  Family, 

As  you  received  the  last  issue  of  Presbyterian  College  Maga;;i)ie  o\'er  the  Christmas  Holidays,  we  were  all 
beginning  to  understand  the  scope  of  the  devastation  wrought  by  the  tsunami  in  Asia.  Since  that  time,  the 
daily  reports  have  left  no  doubt  that  we  have  witnessed  the  greatest  natural  tragedy  of  our  time. 

When  our  students,  faculty,  and  staff  returned  to  campus  tor  the  start  of  second  semester,  they  immediately 
pulled  together  to  conceptualize  a  PC  tsunami  response.  Under  the  skilled  leadership  of  College  Chaplain 
David  Lindsay,  Assistant  Professor  of  History  Roy  Campbell,  and  a  broad  coalition  of  students,  Waves  of  Mercy 
was  outlined  as  a  "three  wave"  response.  Students  immediately  began  raising  funds  (Wave  1),  others  began  the 
search  tor  a  particular  community  we  might  assist  (Wave  II),  and  others  began  to  lay  plans  for  working  visits 
to  the  region  (Wave  III).  See  the  story  on  page  14  of  this  magazine. 

In  all  of  this  I  was  once  again  struck  by  the  pervasive  commitment  to  our  motto:  Dum  Vivimus  Servimus 
-  While  we  live  we  serve!  Dr.  Peter  Hobbie,  the  Emma  Bailey  and  Rev.  George  H.  Comelson  Professor  of 
Christian  Religion,  pointed  out  to  me  that  it  is  as  if  the  words  ot  our  motto  are  transposed  in  the  lives  of  our 
people:  while  we  serve  we  live!

Major  gifts  a  boost 
to  science  and  arts 
facilities  in  campaign 

Some  view  challenges  as  hindrances  to  at- 
taining a  goal. 

True  leaders,  it  is  said,  simply  view  challenges 
as  stepping-stones  to  success. 

TTie  latter  certainly  applies  to  two  challenge 
grants  that  will  help  Presbyterian  College  advance 
its  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of  new  generations 
of  students. 

A  $1  million  gift  from  the  estate  ot  the  late 
Robert  M.  Vance,  a  Clinton  banker  and  textile 
executive  and  two-time  chairman  of  the  college's 
board  of  trustees,  will  establish  the  Mary  Ellen 
Bailey  Vance  and  Toccoa  Mars  Bailey  Visual  Arts 
Facility  and  Operating  Endowment  Fund. 

The  endowment  —  named  in  memory  ot 
Vance's  mother,  Mary  Ellen  Bailey  Vance,  and  his 
aunt,  Toccoa  Mars  Bailey  —  will  provide  funding 
for  utilities,  maintenance,  and  periodic  updates  on 
the  college's  visual  arts  facilities,  as  well  as  funding 
in  support  of  programs  tor  faculty  in  delivering  the 
curriculum. 

Vance's  widow,  Virginia  Vance  of  Clinton, 
and  her  three  children,  Mary  Bailey  Vance  Suitt, 
Robert  M.  Vance  Jr.,  and  Russell  G.  Vance,  said 
that  their  support  of  PC's  visual  arts  program  has 
its  origins  in  Vance's  own  education  and  his  love 
of  two  very  influential  women  in  his  life.  Both, 
in  fact,  were  students  of  art  whose  own  paintings 
still  exist. 

"From  a  very  early  age,  my  husband  came 
to  know  and  appreciate  the  arts  —  in  large  part 
because  of  the  loving  relationships  he  had  with 
his  mother  and  his  aunt,"  Virginia  Vance  said. 
"They  were  instrumental  in  his  education  and 
helped  him  to  understand  the  importance  of  the 
liberal  arts  and  being  a  well-rounded  human  being. 
Our  children  and  1  know  that  Robert  would  have 
acted  not  only  to  support  PC's  visual  arts  program 
but  also  to  recognize  two  ladies  who  had  so  much 
to  do  with  helping  him  become  the  fine  man  we 
knew  and  loved." 

College  president  Dr.  John  V.  Griffith  said 
the  gift  from  the  Vance  estate  will  serve  as  a  two- 
to-one  challenge  grant  to  support  fundraising  for 
a  new  visual  arts  facility  on  campus. 

"We  look  forward  to  an  effort  within  our 
overall  Promise  and  the  Challenge  Campaign  to 
provide  a  much-needed  visual  arts  facility  for  our 
talented  students  and  faculty,"  said  Griffith.  "I 
knew  Robert  Vance  as  a  champion  of  the  liberal 
arts  who  understood  the  connections  between 
academic  disciplines  and  how  they  apply  to  the 
development  of  young  men  and  women. 

"I  also  knew  him  as  a  champion  for  the 
Clinton  community  and  Presbyterian  College 
and,  more  importantly,  for  the  people  around 
him.  He  would  be  pleased  to  know  that  this  gift 


from  his  estate  honoring  two  remarkable  women 
will  be  used  to  provide  the  students  that  he  loved 
educational  opportunities  in  art." 

For  Mark  Anderson,  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  art,  theater,  and  dance,  the  gift  signals 
the  start  of  an  exciting  time  for  visual  arts  at  the 
college. 

"It's  very  exciting.  We're  beginning  to  see 
the  rock  roll,"  Anderson  said.  "The  college 
has  a  lot  o{  really  talented  kids,  and  we've  been 
occupying  several  spaces,  most  in  Douglas  House, 
an  older  building.  We  also  teach  painting  in 
Godfrey  House.  We're  very  pressed  for  space." 

Another  facility  included  the  Promise  and 
the  Challenge  capital  campaign  is  an  expansion 
and  renovation  of  Richardson  Science  Hall,  creat- 
ing a  facility  that  will  adequately  meet  the  needs 
of  students  and  faculty.  That  project  received  a 
boost  in  the  form  of  a  $1  million  gift  from  Cam 
Lanier  '72  of  West  Point,  Ga.,  who  is  challenging 
other  donors  to  make  a  contribution  to  this  critical 
capital  project. 

Since  the  official  launch  of  the  fundraising 
campaign  for  the  expansion  and  renovation  of 
Richardson  Hall,  gifts  and  pledges  of  nearly  $7 
million  have  been  given  toward  the  Phase  I  goal 
of  $16.5  million.  For  more  on  the  project,  please 
see  The  Sentinel  inserted  in  this  magazine. 

The  science  hall  gift  is  the  most  recent  in  a 
generous  line  of  donations  from  Lanier. 

He  and  his  business  partner.  Bill  Scott  '69, 
ha\e  worked  over  the  past  decade  to  ensure  that 


Presbyterian  College  students,  faculty,  and  staff 
would  remain  on  the  cutting  edge  of  rapidly 
changing  technology.  An  initial  gift  made  pos- 
sible significant  advances  in  programming,  lab 
facilities,  and  equipment  in  communications  and 
information  technology  within  the  liberal  arts 
framework.  From  adding  new  faculty  skilled  in 
information  technology  and  promoting  computer 
science  from  a  minor  to  a  major  course  of  study, 
to  creating  state-of-the-art  teaching  theaters  and 
providing  Internet  access  from  individual  rooms  in 
residence  halls,  that  gift  ensured  that  technology 
would  be  truly  integrated  throughout  the  entire 
PC  community. 

Lanier  is  chairman  and  chief  executive  of- 
ficer of  ITC  Holding  Company  and  ITC  Financial 
Services.  He  also  is  vice  chairman  of  the  board 
and  director  of  ITC  DeltaCom,  Inc.,  which  pro- 
vides wholesale  and  retail  telecommunications 
services,  chairman  of  the  board  and  a  director  of 
KNOLOGY  Holdings,  Inc.,  a  broadband  telecom- 
munications service  provider,  and  chairman  of  the 
board  and  director  of  PRE-Solutions,  an  prepaid 
transaction  processing  company. 
He  also  serves  on  several  private  company  boards 
of  directors  including  eCompany  Store,  a  promo- 
tional products  company.  From  1997,  Lanier  has 
served  as  a  managing  director  of  South  Atlantic 
Private  Equity  Fund,  IV,  Limited  Partnership, 
and  as  a  director  of  Helen  Keller  Eye  Research 
Foundation. 


Commission  releases 
draft  report;  sets  dates 
for  spring  forums 

Tlie  Commission  examining  what  it  means  for 
Presbyterian  College,  as  a  liberal  arts  institution,  to 
be  in  covenant  relationship  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  (USA)  has  completed  its  draft  report  and 
is  preparing  to  share  those  finding  through  a  series 
of  forums  this  spring.

Executive  Summary  of  the  Draft  Report 

of  the  Presbyterian  College  Commission 

January  20,  2005 

Background 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  offer  a 
narrative  of  how  one  particular  college,  Presby- 
terian College  in  Clinton,  SC,  sought  to  address 
what  it  means  to  be  a  liberal  arts  college  in  cov- 
enant with  the  Presbyterian  Church  (USA).  The 
President  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  a 
high-level  commission  to  examine,  document, 
and  propose  constructive  changes  in  regard  to 
Presbyterian  College's  covenant  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  (USA).  This  Commission  grew 
out  of  the  desire  of  the  administration  to  deal 
constructively  with  the  controversy  and  con- 
flict occasioned  by  proposed  changes  in  general 
education  requirements  (most  notably,  no  longer 
requiring  a  two-semester  survey  course  of  Old  and 
New  Testament)  and  a  proposal  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  waive  the  requirement  that  all  facility 
be  "members  of  a  Christian  Church"  so  as  to  allow 
for  some  faculty  to  be  chosen  who  are  members  of 
other  faith  traditions  in  order  "to  address  priorities 
of  the  academic  program  and  further  the  Christian 
mission  of  the  college." 

The  PC  Commission  was  organized  during  the  sum- 
mer of  2004.  Dr.  Griffith,  President  of  Presbyterian 
College,  charged  the  Commission  to  examine  and 
document  ways  by  which  Presbyterian  College  is 
currently  fulfilling  its  covenant  with  the  Synod  of 
South  Atlantic  and  formulate  recommendations 
to  strengthen  the  covenant  relationship.  Three 
exploratory  hearings  were  held  during  the  tall  of 
2004  dealing  with  "Student  Life  and  Campus  Min- 
istry," "Leadership  Development  and  Service  to  the 
Church,"  and  "Academic  Programs."  A  fourth  meet- 
ing of  the  Commission  gave  opportunity  to  reflect 
on  what  had  been  learned  in  the  hearings,  prior  to 
the  writing  of  the  committee  reports.  A  meeting  was 
held  on  January  20,  2005  to  adopt  this  preliminary 
draft  which  will  be  presented  in  the  spring  of  2005 
to  a  variety  of  public  forums.  After  the  public  forums, 
there  will  he  a  final  meeting  of  the  Commission  to 
make  any  necessary  changes  and  to  adopt  the  final 
report  as  a  whole. 


The  PC  Commission  affirms  the  proper  authority  of 
the  college  and  its  Board  of  Trustees  in  determining 
its  own  academic  and  institutional  policies  and  calls 
upon  the  church  to  respect  the  relative  autonomy  of 
the  college.  The  church  as  a  whole  has  a  significant 
stake  in  the  education  offered  by  the  college  and 
a  significant  financial  investment  in  its  life.  The 
college  can  no  more  allow  the  church  to  determine 
matters  properly  under  the  authority  of  its  faculty 
and  Board  of  Trustees  than  a  church  could  allow 
the  college  to  dictate  its  choice  of  pastor  or  teach- 
ers. Each  must  respect  the  proper  authority  of  the 
other.  The  covenant  relationship  between  church 
and  college  is  one  of  the  most  important  ways  by 
which  the  legitimate  concerns  of  both  are  identified, 
balanced,  and  respected. 

Recommendations 

The  following  recommendations  are  derived  from 
the  reports  of  each  of  the  various  committees.  They 
are  best  understood  from  reading  the  findings  that 
lead  to  each  of  the  recommendations  and  the  full 
report  of  the  committees  appended  to  the  Com- 
mission report. 

•  We  recommend  that  the  curricular  go\'emance 
system  of  the  college  move  as  quickly  as  possible  to 
investigate  the  best  way  to  add  three  hours  in  the 
Humanities  requirements  of  the  general  education 
curriculum  in  a  way  that  gives  emphasis  to  the  pri- 
macy of  both  Old  Testament  and  New  Testament 
and  students'  engagement  with  the  academic  study 
of  the  canon  of  scripture. 

•  We  recommend  that  the  curricular  go\'emance 
system  of  the  College  move  as  quickly  as  possible 
to  investigate  the  best  way  to  strengthen  students' 
knowledge  of  and  interaction  with  a  religiously 
diverse  world. 

•  We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Trustees'  initia- 
tive addressing  faculty  membership  requirements  be 
supported,  and  that  the  College  ensure  that  new 
faculty  members  are  oriented  to  and  embrace  the 
mission  of  the  college. 

•  We  recommend  that  the  College  and  the  Church 
consider  ways  by  which  they  can  provide  expanded 
professional  leadership  for  campus  co-curricular  ac- 
tivities and  promote  these  activities  to  both  internal 
and  external  constituencies. 

•  We  recommend  that  Presbyterian  College  review 
its  priorities  as  a  "church-related  college"  and  al- 
locate its  resources  accordiiigly. 

•  We  recommend  that  the  Honor  System  be  con- 
tinually evaluated  and  strengthened  to  maintain 
high  moral  and  ethical  values  consistent  with  the 
Christian  tradition. 

•  We  recommend  that  the  College  and  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  (USA)  continue  to  work  together 
to  promote  the  high  calling  of  Christian  vocation 
and  leadership. 

•  In  light  of  the  work  of  the  Coinmission,  we 
recommend  that  the  covenant  between  Presbyte- 
rian College  and  the  Synod  of  South  Atlantic  be 
revised  to  clarify,  strengthen,  and  embrace  their 
relationship. 


Conclusions 

What  is  vital  for  this  report  is  to  understand  that 
church-relatedness  is  not  merely  a  matter  of  satisfy- 
ing a  few  "key  indicators"  of  the  relationship,  e.g. 
requirements  for  specific  courses  in  Bible,  Christian 
theology,  faculty  membership,  etc.  There  is  what 
we  might  call  "an  ecology  of  church-relatedness." 
In  that  "ecology"  a  great  many  aspects  in  the  life  of 
the  school  are  organically  related  to  one  another 
so  as  to  produce  an  "ethos  of  reverent  scholarship" 
consistent  with  the  Reformed  theological  tradition- 
a  tradition  that  has  always  placed  great  value  on  the 
"life  of  the  mind  in  service  to  God  and  humanity." 
Healthy  church-relatedness  cannot  be  confined  to 
a  "check  list."  It  has  to  do  with  the  entire  ethos  of 
the  school;  its  "spirit,"  its  commitments,  its  vision 
and  values,  its  sustaining  relationships. 
We  on  the  Commission  are  clearly  aware  of  how 
challenging  it  is  to  maintain  a  "distinctively  Chris- 
tian context"  for  higher  education.  The  pressures  of 
the  academy,  especially  in  our  post-modem  milieu, 
do  not  support  and  are  often  quite  critical  of  the 
faith-commitments  that  are  an  essential  part  of 
the  identity  of  this  college.  Presbyterian  College  is 
committed  to  being  a  mainstream  church-related 
college  that  seeks  to  maintain  the  delicate  balance 
between  faith  and  reason,  core  convictions  and  the 
challenges  of  a  pluralistic  world. 
The  most  iinportant  conclusion  we  draw  from 
the  large  number  of  responses  we  have  received 
and  the  hearings  we  have  held  is  how  highly 
Presbyterian  College  is  regarded.  There  is  a  deep 
love  for  PC  in  its  students  and  alumni/ae,  it  faculty 
and  administration,  and  among  a  wide  range  of 
people  in  this  region.  Time  after  time  we  heard 
glowing  comments  of  how  much  Presbyterian 
College  means  to  ones  influenced  by  its  life.  What 
made  the  conflict  that  occasioned  the  formation 
of  this  Commission  so  threatening  is  that  it  struck 
at  the  college's  relationship  with  those  who  hold 
it  dear.  It  is  our  great  hope  and  fervent  prayer  that 
out  of  committed  conversations  about  matters  of 
great  importance  we  have  helped  reopen  lines  of 
communication  and  have  begun  to  heal  wounds 
to  PC's  vital  sense  of  community.  More  important 
than  any  recommendations  we  offer  is  the  call  to 
continue  the  process  of  striving  together  to  be  a 
community  that  holds  together  faith  and  reason-a 
community  that  cherishes  liberal  learning  and  the 
freedom  of  spirit  so  vital  to  it,  and  that  affirms  that 
the  commitments  we  share  in  common  are  vastly 
more  important  than  the  issues  that  from  time  to 
time  may  divide  us. 

The  process  of  inquiry  into  Presbyterian  College's 
covenant  with  the  church  has  not  ended  with  this 
report.  It  goes  on.  "Covenant  renewal"  is  a  never- 
finished  task,  an  ongoing  reformation,  if  you  will. 
For  a  covenant  to  he  a  living  document  both  par- 
ties must  keep  returning  to  it  to  revise  it  in  light  of 
changing  situations  and  challenges.  We  call  upon 
both  the  church  and  college  to  attend  more  faith- 
fully to  the  covenant,  to  give  it  proper  recognition, 
and  to  keep  open  the  process  of  its  review  and 
implementation.

Two  PC  seniors 
sweep  SCICU  s 
top  state  awards 

Presbyterian  College  students  are  renowned 
for  attaining  new  heights  based  on  their  class- 
room accomplishments.  Last  fall,  two  Blue  Hose 
students  raised  the  bar  for  academic  achievement 
at  South  Carolina's  private  colleges  and  universi- 
ties. 

Mike  Wright  and  Aimee  Sherman,  both 
members  of  PC's  Class  of  2005,  were  honored 
with  the  South  Carolina  Independent  Colleges 
and  Universities,  Inc.'s  two  major  awards  for  2004. 
This  marked  the  first  year  that  students  from  any 
single  institution  have  swept  the  awards,  which  are 
administered  jointly  by  the  Center  for  Scholarship 
Administration  and  SCICU. 

Wright,  a  senior  from  Surfside  Beach,  S.C., 
was  recognized  as  the  2004  J-  Lacy  McLean  Inde- 
pendent College  Student  of  the  Year.  The  award, 
a  $2,000  scholarship  for  the  2004-05  academic 
year,  recognizes  academic  excellence,  as  well  as  a 
commitment  to  public  affairs,  community  service 
and  leadership. 

Sherman,  a  senior  from  Aiken,  S.C.,  accepted 
the  2004  Sterling  L.  Smith  Scholarship  in  recogni- 
tion of  her  leadership  skills  and  commitment  to 
public  affairs.  She  received  a  $1,000  scholarship 
for  the  2004-05  academic  year 

Wright,  who  was  selected  for  the  award  from 
among  nominees  from  SCICU's  20  member  col- 
leges and  universities,  is  majoring  in  both  history 
and  political  science  at  Presbyterian  College. 

"When  I  first  received  the  call  (about  the 
honor),  1  was  incredibly  overwhelmed.  After  the 
initial  shock  was  over  and  1  began  to  think  about 
it,  1  became  very  humble  to  be  selected  for  such 
a  coveted  distinction,"  Wright  said.  "It  truly  is  a 
testament  to  this  institution  for  having  the  ability 
to  prepare  students  to  not  only  excel  at  this  level  of 


competition,  but  to  prepare  them  for  a  life  after  col- 
lege with  values  and  principles  that  will  ultimately 
allow  them  to  become  outstanding  individuals  in 
society.  I  am  just  very  grateful  and  thrilled  to  be 
able  to  represent  PC." 

One  of  six  Pi  Kappa  Phi  national  scholars, 
Wright  has  been  named  to  Presbyterian  College's 
president's  list  for  six  consecutive  semesters  for 
posting  a  perfect  4.0  grade  point  average.  He  is  a 
member  of  Sigma  Kappa  Alpha  academic  honor 
society;  Order  of  Omega  Greek  honor  society; 
Omicron  Delta  Kappa  leadership  honor  society; 
and  Phi  Alpha  Theta,  the  honor  society  for 
history. 

In  November,  Wright  became  just  the  seventh 
Blue  Hose  athlete  to  be  honored  as  a  CoSlDA 
Academic  All- American.  He  also  was  honored 
by  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  as  its  2004 
Scholar- Athlete  of  the  Year  for  men's  soccer. 

Wright  was  a  Truman  Scholar  finalist  and  a 
South  Carolina  Rhodes  Scholar  finalist.  He  earned 
the  PC  Student  Leader  of  the  Year  Award  and 
the  PC  Parent's  Council  Leadership  Award  after 
serving  as  president  of  the  student  body  during  the 
2003-04  academic  year.  A  member  of  the  men's 
soccer  team,  he  has  been  named  to  the  South 
Atlantic  Conference  Commissioners'  Academic 
Honor  Roll  for  six  consecutive  semesters.  He 
also  has  been  selected  for  the  Outstanding  Greek 
Scholar  of  the  Year  Award  and  the  Freshmen 
Academic  Award. 

He  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  college's 
Honor  Council;  as  vice  president  of  Order  of 
Omega;  as  a  member  of  the  NCAA  Strategic 
Planning  Commission  and  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference  Athletic  Commission;  as  a  member  of 
PC's  125th  Anniversary  Committee;  as  secretary 
of  Pi  Kappa  Phi  fraternity;  as  a  tour  guide  for  the 
PC  admissions  office;  as  a  member  of  the  Young 
Democrats;  and  as  a  member  of  the  steering  com- 
mittee for  PC  Unite. 

Sherman,  who  is  majoring  in  biology  at 
Presbyterian  College,  said  she  was  surprised  by  the 
announcement. 

"I  felt  honored  simply  being  asked  to  represent 


Presbyterian  College  for  this  scholarship.  1  was  in 
no  way  expecting  to  receive  this  honor,  though  I 
am  extremely  grateful  for  such  an  award,"  Sherman 
said.  "In  all  honesty,  I  credit  any  such  favor  to  the 
Lord,  who  constantly  gives  us  things  that  we  do  not 
deserve  because  of  His  character." 

Sherman  has  been  named  to  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege's president's  list  for  six  consecutive  semesters 
for  posting  a  perfect  4.0  grade  point  average.  She 
is  a  member  of  Sigma  Kappa  Alpha  academic  honor 
society;  Beta  Beta  Beta,  the  national  biological 
honor  society;  and  Sigma  Tau  Delta,  the  national 
English  honor  society.  She  was  the  recipient  of 
PC's  Freshman  Academic  Award,  is  a  Prescott 
Scholar  for  having  a  4-0  grade  point  average,  and 
accepted  the  Dr.  J.  Phillip  Olmert  Scholarship  as  a 
PC  senior  with  promise  for  a  career  in  medicine. 

She  also  has  been  active  in  campus  life  at  PC 
and  in  the  Clinton  community,  serving  for  two 
years  as  a  Younglife  Leader  at  Clinton  High  School, 
a  student  leader  in  Campus  Outreach,  coordinator 
of  the  2004  Area  Special  Olympics  held  at  PC, 
service  chair  for  sorority  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  and  team 
captain  of  intramural  football  and  sottball  teams. 
Sherman  also  has  served  as  a  resident  assistant  for 
three  years  in  the  college's  residence  halls. 

Established  in  1996,  the  Sterling  L.  Smith 
Independent  College  Scholarship  Fund  recognizes 
students  who  have  excelled  academically  and  who 
demonstrate  traits  characterized  by  the  life  of 
the  late  Sterling  Smith,  who  was  instrumental 
in  initiating  and  developing  the  South  Carolina 
Tuition  Grants  Program.  From  a  modest  beginning 
of  $5,000  a  year  as  a  scholarship  fund  for  students 
attending  private  colleges.  Smith  led  the  expan- 
sion of  the  tuition  grants  program  until  more  than 
$  18,000,000  a  year  was  made  available  for  scholar- 
ships for  approximately  80,000  students 

Smith  devoted  29  years  of  his  professional  life 
to  higher  education  in  South  Carolina  and  retired 
as  executive  vice  president  of  the  South  Carolina 
Independent  Colleges  Association.  He  received 
the  Order  of  the  Palmetto,  and  was  named  "Man  of 
the  Year"  in  1977  by  the  South  Carolina  Financial 
Aid  Association. 
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Construction  begins 
on  new  wing  of 
Thomason  Library 

Shovels  and  hard  hats  signaled  the  close 
of  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Presbyterian  College 
Board  of  Trustees  in  November,  as  PC  formally 
broke  ground  on  a  15,000  square-foot  expansion 
of  the  James  H.  Thomason  Library  that  will  add 
a  wing  dedicated  to  the  college's  archives  and 
special  collections  and  also  completely  renovate 
the  existing  facility. 

The  new  year  was  welcomed  by  bulldozers 
arriving  on  campus  as  excavation  and  construc- 
tion began  in  earnest.  The  new  wing  is  expected 
to  be  completed  this  fall. 

PC  president  John  Griffith  hailed  the 
new  construction  as  a  "convergence  of  two  very 
important  needs"  and  announced  that  the  new 
wing  will  become  the  permanent  home  not  only 
to  the  college's  growing  archives  but  also  to 
collections  that  include  the  local  Bailey  family 
papers,  the  library  of  college  founder  William 
Plumer  Jacobs,  and  the  Jackson-Arnold  Collec- 
tion. 

The  latter  contains  artifacts  and  letters  that 
once  belonged  to  Confederate  Gen.  Thomas 
J.  "Stonewall"  Jackson. 

Summing  up  the  historical  significance  of 
the  collections,  Griffith  said  they  are  representa- 
tive of  the  "South's  struggle  to  emerge  following 
the  Civil  War"  and  will  usher  in  a  new  era  of 
scholarship  on  campus. 

Griffith  also  recognized  leading  contribu- 
tors to  the  archives  wing,  including  Dr.  Ernest 
and  Frances  Arnold,  the  former  trustees  of  the 
Russell  Charitable  Trust  whose  gifts  included 
donations  not  only  to  the  construction  of  the 
new  facility  but  also  the  entire  Jackson-Arnold 
Collection.  He  also  announced  that  the  new 
wing  will  be  named  the  Russell- Arnold  Archive 
in  the  couple's  honor. 

The  Arnolds  also  funded,  through  the 
Russell  Charitable  Trust,  the  college's  Russell 
Program  that  annually  brings  to  campus 
renowned  speakers  and  programs  to  examine  the 
role  of  mass  media  on  society. 

Arnold,  a  1936  graduate  of  PC,  told  the 
audience  at  the  groundbreaking  outside  the 
library  that  the  college's  newest  addition  to  its 
archives  —  and  the  resulting  facility  worthy  of 
housing  them  —  "isnt  something  that  just 
happened." 

A  year  before  enrolling  at  PC  in  1931, 
Amold  worked  as  a  janitor  at  the  Presbyterian 
Church's  conference  center  in  Montreat,  N.C. 
There  he  met  Isabel  Amold,  the  grandniece  of 
Stonewall  Jackson.  Although  they  were  unrelat- 
ed, "Aunt  Isabel"  began  gi\'ing  Amold  "so  man\ 
of  the  things  that  someday  all  of  you  will  see." 

The  collection,  which  was  started  by  Jack- 


son's nephew,  Thomas  Amold,  and  bequeathed 
to  Ernest  and  Frances  Amold  following  Isabel's 
death  in  1972,  includes  written  orders  signed 
by  the  famed  Civil  War  general,  as  well  as  items 
Jackson  carried  with  him  to  battlefields  during 
the  conflict. 

Da\-e  Chatham,  director  of  the  Thomason 
Library,  said  the  archives  wing  and  the  renova- 
tions "signal  the  start  of  an  exciting  new  era"  at 


the  library,  one  that  will  create  wonderful  new 
opportunities  for  students  to  explore  their  schol- 
arly interests  across  a  variety  of  disciplines. 

Other  leading  contributors  to  the  project 
are  The  Palmetto  Bank,  the  late  Lillian  Brown, 
George  H.  Comelson,  George  Anderson  Doug- 
las, the  late  William  Charles  McClammy,  John  D. 
Pellett,  Jake  Rasor,  Jefferson  Veme  Smith,  Rich- 
ard Sweetenberg,  and  Virginia  Vance. 
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College  honors 
Hunter  and  Perry 
at  convocation 

A  respected  champion  of  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement  and  a  respected  former  memher  of  the 
PC  faculty  were  honored  as  the  college  opened  its 
125*  academic  year. 

U.S.  District  Court  justice,  the  Hon.  Matthew 
J.  Perry  Jr.,  received  an  honorary  doctor  of  humane 
letters  degree  from  PC  in  recognition  of  his  abiding 
efforts  to  see  social  justice  become  the  norm  in  his 
native  state. 

One  of  South  Carolina's  most  influential  civil 
rights  leaders,  Perry,  a  native  of  Columbia,  B.C., 
became  the  first  African-American  from  South 
Carolina  to  serve  on  the  federal  bench.  As  an 
attorney  practicing  during  the  height  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Movement,  Perry  served  as  legal  counsel 
to  the  NAACP  and  successfully  represented 
Charleston  student  Harvey  Gantt  during  his  bid 
to  integrate  Clemson  University. 

Perry  also  delivered  the  opening  convocation 
address,  focusing  on  the  college's  students  —  a 
generation  removed  from  the  controversy  and  vio- 
lence of  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  —  and  their 
commitment  to  pursuing  a  liberal  arts  education. 

"You  students  have  embarked  upon  a  journey 
which  hopefully  will  lead  you  to  fulfill  all  your 
dreams,"  Perry  said. 

Perry  added  that,  in  PC,  they  have  chosen 
a  college  to  help  them  on  that  journey  because 
a  strong  honor  code  is  emphasized,  endorsed, 
and  adhered  to  by  the  entire  campus  community. 
Quoting  U.S.  Gen.  Norman  Schwarzkopf,  Perry 
told  the  students  "the  most  important  ingredient 
of  leadership  is  your  character." 

Failures  in  leadership,  he  said,  have  not  come 
as  a  result  of  incompetence  in  most  cases,  but  from

such  flaws  in  character  as  deceit,  greed,  racism  and 
sexism. 

"I  congratulate  you  on  choosing  this  college 
not  only  for  the  intellectual  development  you  will 
pursue  but  also  for  its  character  development," 
Perry  said. 

The  liberal  arts  education,  he  said,  prepares 
individuals  to  be  thinkers  who  develop  an  appetite 
for  knowledge  and  who  assume  a  person's  greatest 
power  —  the  ability  to  make  choices.  Taking 
responsibility  for  those  choices,  he  added,  requires 
emotional  fortitude  and  the  ability  to  "fight  off  peer 
pressure  to  be  average  or  mediocre." 

"Savor  the  pleasure  of  becoming  an  educated 
person,"  he  said.  "Enjoy  the  beauty  of  your  findings. 
Drink  deeply  of  the  fountain  of  knowledge." 

The  college  also  honored  professor  emeritus 
of  sociology  Dr.  Ted  L.  Hunter  with  the  Martha 
Anne  Green  Service  to  Church  and  College 
Award.  The  award  is  given  jointly  each  fall  by 
PC  and  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Clinton  to 
honor  exemplary  service  to  both  the  college  and 
local  churches. 

The  award  was  named  for  its  first  recipient. 
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the  late  Martha  Anne  Green,  an  aluinna  of  PC 
and  a  member  of  First  Presbyterian  who  retired  in 
2002  as  the  college's  associate  dean  of  students. 
Hunter,  who  taught  at  PC  for  nearly  40  years, 
is  known  as  a  compassionate  role  model  in  the 
classroom  and  in  the  community.  As  a  professor, 
he  compelled  students  to  fully  examine  their  own 
roles  in  society,  especially  during  those  occasions 
when  he  led  students  on  field  trips  to  South  Caro- 
lina prisons,  and  established  a  college  chapter  of 
the  Alston  Wilkes  Society,  an  inmate  advocacy 
group. 

As  a  member  of  Broad  Street  United  Methodist 
Church,  Hunter  has  been  a  member  of  the  church 
council  and  a  leader  in  Boy  Scout  Troop  174  who 
has  helped  nearly  50  young  men  become  Eagle 
Scouts. 

"This  award  means  a  great  deal  to  me  because 
Martha  Anne  was  a  student  of  mine,"  he  said. 
"No  one  knows  what  heaven  is  like  but  I  believe 
it  has  something  to  do  with  the  recognition  of 
how  we  live  our  lives.  I  would  like  to  thank  you 
for  this  little  bit  of  heaven  you  have  bestowed  on 
me  today." 


PC  takes  big  step 
in  national  rankings 

Thanks  largely  to  a  boost  in  academic  reputa- 
tion, alumni  giving,  and  institutional  support  of 
faculty  and  academic  programs,  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege made  the  highest  leap  among  South  Carolina's 
colleges  and  universities  in  U.S.  News  and  World 
Report's  ranking  of  "America's  Best  Colleges," 
climbing  17  spots  to  join  the  ranks  of  the  nations 
leading  liberal  arts  colleges. 

PC  is  ranked  89th  among  215  national  liberal 
arts  colleges  and  was  the  state's  only  college  or 
university  to  make  a  double-digit  leap  in  those 
rankings.  Furman  climbed  just  four  spots,  while 
Wofford  held  its  spot  from  last  year's  rankings.  PC, 
named  a  great  school  at  a  great  price  in  last  years 


issue,  also  is  listed  among  the  national  liberal  arts 
colleges  whose  graduates  carry  the  least  debt. 

The  category  of  "Best  Liberal  Arts  Colleges 
Bachelors,"  consists  of  those  colleges  that  empha- 
size undergraduate  education  and  award  at  least 
half  of  their  degrees  in  the  liberal  arts. 

"Although  it  is  always  easy  to  question  the 
methodology  of  such  rankings,  our  increase  this 
year  —  particularly  in  the  area  of  peer  assessment 
—  tells  me  that  Presbyterian  College's  excellent 
faculty  and  commitment  to  its  strategic  plan  are  be- 
ing noticed,"  said  Dr.  David  Gillespie,  the  college's 
vice  president  for  academic  affairs. 

Five  PC  faculty  members  have  been  honored 
as  South  Carolina  Professor  of  the  Year  by  the 
Council  for  Advancement  and  Support  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  Carnegie  Foundation  since  1991, 
more  than  any  other  public  or  private  college  or 
university  in  South  Carolina. 
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"Great  teach- 
ing makes  a  great  in- 
stitution," Gillespie 
said. 

The  $160  mil- 
lion "Promise  and 
the  Challenge"  capi- 
tal campaign,  the 
largest  single  capital 
campaign  ever  un- 
dertaken by  a  private  college  in  South  Carolina, 
also  addresses  key  physical  needs  such  as  a  new 
science  facility  and  expansion  of  the  James  H. 
Thomason  Library. 

Each  school  listed  in  the  L'.S.  Neu's  rankings 
was  evaluated  in  such  areas  as  peer  assessment, 
student  retention,  faculty  resources,  student 
selectivity,  financial  resources,  graduation  rate 
performance,  and  alumni  giving  rate.

Armed  forces  vets 
receive  fitting  tribute 
at  Homecoming  gala 


From  a  flyover  of  Bailey  Memorial  Stadium 
by  tour  F-16  jets  to  class  reunions,  PC's  2004 
Homecoming  provided  a  multitude  of  memories. 

"I've  attended  PC  homecomings  as  a  student, 
alumnus,  and  a  staff  member,  but  1  can't  recall  one 
at  which  people  were  so  excited  to  be  back  and  to 
see  everything  happening  on  campus,"  said  Randy 
Randall,  executive  director  ot  alumni  and  commu- 
nity relations.  "This  was  the  first  chance  for  many 
to  come  back  and  see  such  new  facilities  as  Martin 
Stadium,  Senior  Hall,  the  Armed  Forces  Memorial, 
and  Bailey  Stadium.  Sharing  news  and  laughs  with 
classmates  made  it  that  much  better." 

It  also  gave  alumni  an  opportunity  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  dedication  of  two  new  campus 
landmarks. 

Members  ot  the  Class  ot  1999  were  on  hand  to 
officially  dedicate  the  fountain  given  by  their  class 
in  the  courtyard  bordering  the  Smith  Administra- 
tion Building  and  Patrick  Center. 

Three  hours  later,  a  crowd  gathered  between 
Jacobs  Hall  and  the  Harrington-Peachtree  Center 
to  witness  the  unveiling  of  PC's  Armed  Forces 
Memorial  —  a  tribute  to  74  alumni  who  gave  their 
lives  for  their  country  while  in  military  service. 

"This  dedication  was  anticipated  by  many, 
which  was  evident  by  the  tremendous  turnout," 
Randall  said.  "Members  of  the  memorial  planning 
committee  and  the  ROTC  Alumni  Association  did 
a  tremendous  job  fundraising  and  constructing  a 
memorial  that  honors  our  alumni  who  paid  the 
ultimate  price  for  their  country." 

Col.  (Ret.)  A.  O'Niel  Crocker  '59,  who  con- 
ceived the  idea  for  the  memorial  and  served  as  chair 
of  the  memorial  committee,  said  the  word  "no"  was 
never  used  as  the  college  partnered  with  ROTC 
alumni  to  plan  and  build  a  permanent  tribute  to 
PC  soldiers. 

Crocker  shared  memories  of  his  own  wartime 
service  in  Vietnam  —  of  seeing  his  wife  standing 
with  his  then  five-year-old  daughter  and  infant 
son  before  departing  on  a  second  tour  overseas  and 
thinking  that  "some  never  returned  to  marry  and 
have  children  and  grandchildren." 

Many  of  those,  he  said,  came  from  a  small 
college  in  South  Carolina  where  their  names  are 
now  inscribed  in  bronze.  They  shared  the  ideals  ot 
PC:  "duty,  honor,  freedom  and  love  of  this  country," 
Crocker  said. 

On  hand  to  unveil  the  four  plaques  with 
the  names  of  fallen  alumni  from  World  War  I  to 
Operation  Iraqi  Freedom  were  Col.  (Ret.)  Powell 
"Pop"Fraser'41;Maj.Gen.  (Ret.)  James  B.  Allen 
'55;  Susan,  Jessie,  and  Katie  Martin,  the  wife  and 
children  of  Lt.  Col.  George  D.  "Marty"  Martin  '83, 
who  died  in  a  2001  helicopter  crash  in  Vietnam;

and  Dale  and  Ann  Hampton,  parents  ot  Kimberly  Hampton  '98  who  died  last 
year  in  Iraq. 

Cadet  David  House  of  the  Scottish  Highlander  Battalion  unveiled  a 
blank  plaque  to  represent  future  conflicts,  with  the  hope  that  no  names  will 
ever  be  inscribed  upon  it. 

Adding  to  the  solemn  setting  was  a  rifle  detail  from  Fort  Jackson,  S.C, 
that  fired  a  2 1-gun  salute.  A  lone  bugler  played  "Taps." 

PC  alumni  who  also  are  veterans  of  the  armed  forces  were  recognized  prior 
to  the  start  of  the  homecoming  football  game  at  Bailey  Memorial  Stadium. 
The  flyover  of  the  F-16  jets  from  Shaw  Air  Force  Base  in  Sumter,  S.C,  fol- 
lowed that  recognition. 

In  addition  to  reunions  for  classes  celebrating  anniversaries  and  a  fire- 
works display  that  illuminated  the  night  sky  over  the  East  Plaza,  homecoming 
included  the  PC  Alumni  Association  presenting  awards  to  four  alumni  and 
one  former  staff  member  for  their  many  contributions  to  the  college  and  com- 
munities. 

Marion  Hill  Weersing,  PC's  dean  of  women  and  associate  dean  of  students 
from  1964  to  1980,  accepted  the  Honorary  Alumna  Award.  Weersing,  whose 
tenute  as  dean  of  women  included  the  period  during  which  the  college  become 
a  fully  co-educational  institution  in  the  mid-1960s,  said  it  was  an  honor  to 
join  the  alumni  ranks. 

"I've  had  a  long  time  to  observe  PC  graduates,"  she  said.  "1  assure  you 
that  1  greatly  respect  the  caliber  of  the  men  and  women  who  have  left  this 
college  and  gone  on  to  great  things  and  I  am  highly  honored  to  be  adopted 
by  you." 

PC's  Mary  F  Lehman  Alumni  Ser\'ice  Award  was  presented  to  Thomas 
G.  "Jerry"  Smith  '50  of  Greenville,  S.C,  known  for  his  "consistent  and  tire- 
less" volunteer  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Scotsman  Club  and  as  a  class  agent 
and  member  of  the  Alumni  Board  of  Directors. 

Noted  for  his  hands-on  approach  to  serving  PC,  Smith  said  his  love  for 
his  alma  mater  is  much  like  a  vims. 

"We  hear  a  lot  about  the  flu  bug  these  days,"  he  said.  "1  can  tell  you  there 
has  been  a  bug  at  PC  for  a  long  time.  It's  called  the  PC  Spirit.  It'll  bite  you 
and  it'll  stay  with  you  forever." 

Dr.  Keels  Spradlin  Jom  '91  accepted  the  Outstanding  Young  Alumna 
Award.  A  physician  at  the  Mayo  Clinic  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  she  is  also  a 
wife  of  a  Lutheran  minister  and  mother  of  three  —  including  a  set  of  twins 


—  who  also  finds  time  in  a  busy  schedule  to  volunteer  at  the  Healing  Hands 
Indigent  Clinic. 

Jom  told  her  fellow  alumni  that  her  memories  of  PC  remain  fresh 

—  mainly  because  they  are  of  such  an  important  time  in  her  own  personal 
development. 

"PC  gave  me  a  place  to  find  a  foundation  for  my  faith,"  she  said.  "1  give 
PC  a  lot  of  credit  for  who  1  am  today." 

For  embracing  the  college's  motto,  "While  we  live,  we  serve,"  1964 
graduate  Charles  B.  "Buddy"  Barnwell,  Jr  of  Orangeburg,  S.C,  earned  the 
Dum  Vivimus  Servimus  Award. 

A  senior  partner  at  Horger,  Barnwell  &  Reid,  he  has  been  recognized 
not  only  as  one  of  the  state's  most  exemplary  attomeys  but  also  as  a  tireless 
advocate  for  people  in  need.  But  Bamwell  said  he  most  remembers  his  days 
as  a  scared  PC  freshman  who  firmly  believed  he  was  in  over  his  head  and  who 
saw  only  a  mere  glimpse  of  a  light  at  the  end  of  a  tunnel. 

One  of  several  lights  that  would  emerge,  he  said,  came  from  1934  PC 
graduate  Georgia  B.  Thomason. 

"Above  her  fireplace,  there  was  a  cast  iron  key  that  1  always  admired," 
Bamwell  said.  "When  1  graduated  from  PC,  Ms.  Georgia  B.  gave  me  a  present 
and  it  was  that  cast  iron  key.  With  it  was  a  note  that  said,  'This  is  the  key  to 
my  home  and  to  my  heart.'" 

The  highest  honor  given  to  an  alumnus  or  alumna  at  PC  —  the  Presbyte- 
rian Alumni  Gold  P  Award  —  was  presented,  fittingly,  to  one  of  the  college's 
military'  alumni,  Brig.  Gen.  H.G.  "Butch"  Kirven,  Jr.  '69. 

The  deputy  commanding  general  of  the  263rd  Army  Air  and  Missile 
Defense  Command  of  the  S.C.  Army  National  Guard,  Kir\^en  helped  establish 
the  unit  as  one  of  only  two  such  theater  units  in  the  U.S.  Army  capable  of 
controlling  Patriot  missile  brigades.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Palmetto  Military 
Academy's  Hall  of  Fame  and  a  winner  of  the  prestigious  Legion  of  Merit  of 
Award.  Kirven  also  is  an  active  member  of  the  business  community  in  Simp- 
sonville,  S.C,  and  was  selected  as  chairman  of  Greenville  County  Council 
in  January  after  just  being  elected  to  council  in  November. 

"1  really  wouldn't  be  here  today  if  it  wasn't  for  PC,"  he  said.  "This  college 
gave  me  more  chances  than  1  deserved.  But  as  1  look  at  the  coming  year,  2005, 
on  the  eve  of  PC's  125th  anniversary,  I  would  like  for  all  of  us  to  remember 
our  alma  mater.  It  is  up  to  us  to  do  all  we  can  to  make  sure  PC  meets  the 
challenges  of  the  next  125  years."

Look,  no  cords! 
Technology  push 
helps  PC  go  wireless 

Imagine  a  warm,  spring  day  outdoors  on  PC's 
gorgeous  campus  —  the  sun  sneaking  through  the 
oaks  on  the  West  Plaza,  illuminating  an  explosion 
of  color  around  the  fountain  on  the  Campbell 
Plaza.  Picture  an  abundance  of  students  juggling 
laptops  on  their  knees,  accessing  the  Internet  for 
free  at  great  speeds. 

All  that's  lacking  from  the  above  picture  is  a 
warm,  spring  day. 

PC  is  now  offering  wireless,  high-speed  in- 
ternet access  at  nearly  every  outdoor  public  space 

—  from  Bailey  Memorial  Stadium  to  the  Smith 
Administration  Building  —  on  campus.  Students, 
faculty,  staff,  and  even  the  general  public  may  use 
this  Internet  connection  free  of  charge  provided 
their  computers  have  wireless  capabilities. 

According  to  Dr.  Bill  Yarborough,  PC's  dean 
of  information  technology,  as  much  as  90  percent 
of  the  outdoor  area  around  the  college's  240-acre 
campus  is  now  covered  by  the  network  thanks  to 
six  strategically  placed  weather-protected  antennas 
that  provide  a  broadband  signal  for  the  Internet. 

The  service  provider.  Gorilla  Networks,  also 
created  the  same  type  of  network  in  downtown 
Greenville.  It  also  extended  a  low-cost  offer  to 
the  City  of  Clinton  to  join  PC's  initiative,  which 
was  accepted  —  extending  the  wireless  service  into 
some  of  the  city's  public  spaces. 

Joe  Milam,  the  founder  of  Gorilla  Networks, 
said  the  goal  is  to  create  a  community-wide  wireless 
network  available  to  any  business  or  individual. 
While  the  trend  is  picking  up  speed  in  several  met- 
ropolitan areas  around  the  country,  Milam  said  he 
believes  the  network  at  PC  —  when  it  is  combined 
with  the  surrounding  area  in  Clinton  —  is  the  first 
to  partner  a  college  and  community. 

"Clinton  has  something  they  can  be  very,  vev,' 
proud  of,"  he  said.  "PC  has  all  these  great  open 
spaces  and  its  students  do  a  lot  outside." 

Yarborough  agreed,  adding  it  will  likely  take 
time  for  some  in  the  college  community  to  become 
used  to  the  idea  and  to  purchase  the  needed  equip- 
ment to  access  the  service.  However,  he  added, 
the  outdoor  Internet  service  is  easy  to  use,  there  is 
no  log-in  necessary,  and  the  service  comes  at  the 
right  price  to  users. 

"There  is  no  charge  to  anybody  —  ever," 
Yarborough  said. 

Applications  for  the  new  service  are  nearly 
limitless.  For  instance,  fans  at  a  Blue  Hose  football 
game  may  access  the  PC  athletics  web  site  to  check 
statistics  or  view  game  photos  as  they  are  posted 

—  all  without  leaving  their  seats. 

Users  who  access  the  network  will  be  directed 
to  wirelessclinton.com,  where  local  businesses 
may  advertise  and  be  seen,  Milam  said,  adding 
that  the  local  portal  is  one  of  the  strengths  of  the 
network. 


"We  see  the  true  value  in  working  with  the 
community  and  helping  boost  its  economy  through 
advertising,"  he  said. 

That  philosophy,  which  allowed  Gorilla 
Networks  to  build  the  network  at  a  competitive 
price,  was  a  real  plus  for  PC. 

"They  really  do  have  a  vision  of  provid- 
ing public  broadband  wireless  Internet  access," 
Yarborough  said.  "I'm  really  enthusiastic  about 
them  as  a  company  because  I  think  they're  good 
people.  What  they've  done  on  campus  is  just  the 
beginning." 


Eventually,  Yarborough  said,  demand  for 
wireless  networking  will  extend  to  the  entire  col- 
lege —  not  just  the  outdoor  public  spaces.  In  the 
meantime,  students,  faculty,  and  staff  —  and  the 
public  who  visit  PC  for  athletic  events,  special 
occasions,  or  just  to  enjoy  the  picturesque  campus 
—  will  have  one  more  reason  to  enjoy  being 
outside. 

"This  is  a  real  plus  for  our  students  and  I 
expect  them  to  use  (the  network)  heartily," 
Yarborough  said. 


Roger  Wilkins: 
Civil  Rights  struggle 
changed  America 

As  an  attorney,  public  servant,  journalist,  and 
scholar,  Roger  Wilkins  has  seen  and  experienced 
great  changes  in  American  society  during  much 
of  the  20th  century.  He  offered  his  observations 
on  those  changes  as  they  impacted  American 
democracy  during  a  lecture  at  PC  in  November 
that  focused  on  the  Civil  Rights  Movement. 

An  award-winning  author  and  journalist  who 
served  as  an  assistant  attorney  general  during  the 
Johnson  Administration,  Wilkins  discussed  the 
impact  of  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  on  America's 
democracy  —  starting  with  the  premise  that 
the  United  States  could  not  demonstrate  a  true 
democracy  as  long  as  a  group  ot  its  people  were 
held  captive. 

Returning  to  South  Carolina  —  where  the 
landmark  legal  case  Briggs  versus  Elliott  in  Clar- 
endon County  helped  signal  the  end  of  school  seg- 
regation —  raised  many  of  the  same  questions  that 
were  raised  in  the  1950s,  according  to  Wilkins. 

"You  can't  talk  about  civil  rights,  race,  and 
democracy  without  talking  about  slavery,"  he  said. 
"That  makes  people  uncomfortable,  but  it's  part  of 
who  we  are.  To  talk  about  civil  rights  and  democ- 
racy, you  have  to  talk  about  the  time  in  the  country 
that  was  shaped  by  our  lack  of  democracy." 

Even  after  slavery  was  abolished  following  the 
Civil  War,  he  noted,  black  people  were  repressed. 
Thus,  the  country  was  not  practicing  the  demo- 
cratic ideals  upon  which  the  United  States  was 
founded  and  for  which  many  black  people  fought 
during  the  American  Revolution. 

"People  who  still  identified  with  the  old 
Confederacy  tried  to  push  back  blacks  to  a  status 
as  close  to  slavery  as  possible  by  disenfranchising 
them  and  excluding  them  from  the  political  pro- 
cess," Wilkins  said. 

The  techniques  for  doing  so  —  segregation, 
lynching,  and  intimidation  —  were  evident  even  in 
national  politics  at  the  turn  of  the  20th  century. 

When  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  invited 
Booker  T.  Washington  to  the  White  House,  for 
example,  the  response  from  South  Carolina 
Senator  Benjamin  R.  Tillman  —  who  later  became 
governor  of  the  state  —  was  particularly  vicious. 
Wilkins  quoted  Tdlman  as  saying  that  white  people 
would  have  to  kill  thousands  of  blacks  "to  put  them 
in  their  place." 

But  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  in  the  1950s 
and  1 960s  ushered  in  bold  changes  as  blacks  began 
to  challenge  —  often  in  court  —  the  laws  in  states 
where  segregation  held  sway.  Briggs  versus  Elliott, 
Wilkins  said,  was  just  one  of  those  cases  to  illustrate 
that  when  a  democracy  excludes  an  entire  group 
of  people,  it  is  diminished  for  all. 

Wilkins  also  noted  that,  because  black  people 
were  repressed  and  made  an  inferior  part  of  society 


for  so  long,  it  was  long  before  they  felt  comfortable 
and  confident  as  equal  participants  in  politics  and 
democracy. 

"It  you  hadn't  noticed  in  the  last  election, 
democracy  is  a  contact  support,"  he  said.  "To  be 
an  able  politician,  you  have  to  be  a  risk-taker.  You 
have  to  be  smart  and  tough  —  and  you  have  to  be 
ready  to  lose." 

Having  been  raised  in  a  segregated  society, 
Wilkins  said  he  realized  there  were  people  com- 
mitted to  having  blacks  remain  second-class 
citizens. 

"The  point  was  to  make  you  feel  sorry  for 
yourself  —  which  it  did,"  he  said.  "It  made  us 
incapable  of  participating  in  the  rich,  rough  and 
tumble  of  American  politics." 

It  also  caused  a  younger  Wilkins  to  believe 
that  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  was  a  struggle 
against  white  people.  However,  while  working  as 
an  intern  to  civil  rights  attorney  Thurgood  Mar- 
shall, who  later  was  appointed  a  Supreme  Court 
justice,  Wilkins  said  he  discovered  much  more. 

"One  of  the  most  powerful  lessons  he  taught 
me  was  that  the  Civil  Rights  struggle  was  not 
against  white  people,"  he  said.  "There  were 
white  people  in  our  struggle.  (Marshall)  believed 
in  American  democracy.  He  believed  there  was 
no  problem  in  our  country's  system  that  could 


not  be  solved  by  the  process  of  applying  the  U.S. 
Constitution.  He  was  a  Constitutionalist.  He  just 
wanted  to  open  up  the  process  so  everybody  could 
participate." 

Though  there  may  still  be  a  widespread  belief 
that  the  country  is  turning  away  from  its  com- 
mitment to  civil  rights  —  that  many  people  still 
won't  confront  racial  issues,  or  that  public  schools 
are  failing  to  adequately  educate  poor  children 
—  Wilkins  said  it  is  important  to  place  all  of  those 
issues  into  today's  context. 

"1  believe  all  of  (the  problems)  are  true,"  he 
said.  "But  it's  also  true  that  we  live  in  a  very  differ- 
ent country  than  the  one  I  grew  up  in.  It  is  so  much 
better.  I  look  at  my  21 -year-old  daughter  who  is 
getting  ready  to  graduate  from  college.  She  is  full 
of  confidence.  She  sees  no  limits  on  her  life." 

Wilkins  said  he  saw  even  more  evidence  of 
the  Civil  Rights  movement's  impact  on  America 
at  this  year's  Democratic  Party  Convention. 

"1  watched  in  loving  awe  at  the  Democratic 
Convention,  this  young  black  man  (Illinois  Sen. 
Barack  Obama)  make  what  everyone  believed  was 
the  best  speech  of  the  whole  convention,"  he  said. 
"America  is  very  much  a  work  in  progress  but  I 
believe  we  stand  a  lot  better  chance  to  perfect  it 
because  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  freed  us  all  to 
improve  it."

College's  new  director  ot  church  relations.  She 
began  her  duties  in  November. 

Arnold  spent  the  past  nine  years  as  the  South 
Carolina  development  otiicer  based  in  Lexington, 
S.C.,  for  the  Presbyterian  Foundation,  serving  323 
churches  and  100,000  communicant  members. 

"Penny  brings  to  PC  a  comprehensive 
knowledge  of  the  church  and  its  people,  as  well 
as  an  appreciation  for  a  liberal  arts  education," 
said  Genevra  Kelly,  Presbyterian  College's  vice 
president  for  advancement.

She  previously  held  that  same  title  for  four  years  at 
the  Presbytery  of  Arkansas  in  Little  Rock,  serving 
the  synod  and  presbytery  as  an  educator,  motivator, 
and  facilitator  of  hunger  action. 

From  1993-95  Arnold  worked  as  an  associate  tor 
development  at  Nashville's  Table,  an  organization 
within  the  city  that  reduces  hunger  by  rescuing 


excess  prepared  and 
perishable  food  from 
restaurants  and  other 
donors  and  provid- 
ing it  at  no  charge  to 
those  in  need  in  the 
community. 

She  fills  the  vacan- 
cy left  by  Dr.  Robert 
Smith's  retirement  in 
June.    The  Rev.  Tom 
lViiii\   \iii-lJ  Stallworth  served  as 

interim  director  ot 
church  relations. 

Brandi  Casto- Waters  '97  is  senang  as  associate 
director  of  the  college's  church  leadership  program, 
Celtic  Cross. 

As  a  student,  Casto-Waters  was  active  in 
Celtic  Cross  and  was  a  Student  Volunteer  Services 
intern.  After  graduating  with  a  double  major  in 
sociology  and  religion,  she  went  on  to  attend 
Columbia  Seminary  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 

After  finishing  seminary,  Casto-Waters  spent 
a  year  as  a  hospice  program  chaplain,  then  as  an 
associate  pastor  at  John  Knox  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Greenville,  S.C. 

Currently,  she  lives  in  Greenville  with  her 
husband,  Andy  —  a  Wofford  College  graduate 
who  is  a  minister  at  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  in 
downtown  Greenville.

If  our  guest  happens  to  he  a  new  student  or  parent 
she  informs  them  of  our  discounted  software  pro- 
gram, buyback  policy  and  everything  else  FoUett 
has  to  offer.

College  seeks  to  aid 
victims  of  hurricanes 
and  killer  tsumani 


Whether  it  is  in  their  own  backyards  or  halt 
a  world  away,  PC  students  have  proven  in  recent 
months  that  the  college's  motto  —  and  their  own 
call  to  serve  others  —  knows  no  limits. 

History  will  long  remember  the  series  ot  hur- 
ricanes that  devastated  areas  of  Florida  last  summer 
and  fall,  uprooting  lives  as  well  as  trees.  When 
news  spread  around  the  globe  of  the  tsunami  that 
wreaked  havoc  in  Indian  Ocean  Rim  nations  in 
December,  claiming  more  than  100,000  lives  and 
leaving  five  million  people  homeless,  it  was  again 
difficult  to  comprehend  such  a  natural  disaster. 
For  the  PC  community,  it  was  difficult  to  compre- 
hend not  taking  action. 

During  the  Christmas  break,  a  group  of  27  PC 
students,  accompanied  by  college  chaplain  Rev. 
David  Lindsay,  traveled  to  Pensacola,  Fla.,  to  assist 
in  rebuilding  the  area  hit  hard  by  Hurricane  Ivan. 
The  group  departed  Clinton  immediately  following 
a  full  day  of  exams  on  Dec.  15,  sacrificing  part  their 
holidays  to  help  others  in  need. 

"I  have  never  been  more  proud  of  PC  students 
and  their  commitment  to  'live'  and  'serve'  than 
during  those  five  days,"  Lindsay  said.  "Each  of 
them  gave  up  part  of  their  Christmas  vacation  to 
attend  this  trip  and  each  one  of  them  contributed 
tremendously  to  bringing  hope  and  healing  to 
families  ravaged  by  Hurricane  Ivan." 

First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Pensacola 
graciously  hosted  the  group,  providing  not  only  a 
place  for  the  students  and  administrators  to  stay 
but  also  dinners  and  the  opportunity  to  iteract  with 
the  church  youth  group. 

Through  a  combined  effort  of  the  Pensacola 
First  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  United  Way, 
several  work  sites  were  assigned  to  the  PC  delega- 
tion. During  two  full  days,  the  group  worked  at 
more  than  1 3  different  sites  —  often  the  yards  of 
elderly  individuals  who  otherwise  would  have  been 
unable  to  clear  their  property. 

"1  believe  that  each  one  of  these  students 
would  also  claim  that  they  'got'  more  from  the 
people  we  met  in  Florida  than  what  they  'gave.'  I 
include  myself  as  one  who  received  far  more  than 
I  provided  in  terms  of  hospitality  and  neighborli- 
ness,"  Lindsay  said. 

The  workers  also  formed  special  relation- 
ships with  the  homeowners.  While  the  students 
did  most  of  the  physical  labor,  the  owners  worked 
alongside  them,  sometimes  even  providing  refresh- 
ments as  a  token  of  their  appreciation.  For  the 
workers,  however,  the  benefits  of  the  fellowship  of 
those  in  need  far  outweighed  the  clean  up  work. 
"This  trip  was  like  a  Christmas  present  to  myself," 
said  Hannah  Brearley,  a  freshman  from  Lexing- 
ton, S.C.  "Because  of  the  experiences  that  1  had 
and  the  strengthened  relationships  that  I  gained, 
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Teamwork:  Megan  Kocis,  Hannah  Brearley,  and  Suzanne  Meehan  help 

;lear  debris  in  Florida. 

when  I  finally  went  home  for  Christmas  my  heart 
was  so  full." 

In  addition  to  their  outstanding  achievements 
in  the  mission  field,  there  was  yet  another  spectacu- 
lar aspect  to  the  trip.  The  group  was  comprised 
of  individuals  from  many  different  organizations 
around  campus.  Prior  to  leaving  Clinton,  most  of 
them  only  knew  a  tew,  if  any,  ot  their  fellow  group 
members. 

"One  of  the  finest  qualities  about  the  trip  was 
in  the  apparent  'randomness'  in  the  composition 
of  those  who  volunteered  to  attend,"  Lindsay  said. 
"This  was  not  a  group  of  chaplain's  office  interns 
or  a  large  faction  from  one  club  or  religious  group 
on  campus.  It  was  far  more  of  a  broad  sampling  of 
the  whole  PC  student  community  and  it  reminds 
me  how  territic  it  is  for  each  of  us  to  break  free  from 
our  various  cliques  and  (smaller)  'communities  of 
comfort'  and  to,  instead,  experience  the  radically 
more  freeing  and  liberating  joy  of  the  fullness  of  a 
whole  community." 

Another  rewarding  aspect  for  the  students 
was  knowing  how  many  of  their  classmates  live  in 
Florida.  Although  tales  circulated  on  campus  from 
those  who  rode  out  Hurricane  Charley  in  August 
as  it  swept  across  the  state,  many  of  those  same 
students  watched  helplessly  from  South  Carolina 
during  September  as  Hurricanes  Frances,  Ivan,  and 
Jeanne  added  to  the  damage  in  Florida. 

When  the  storms  passed,  the  lucky  ones  had 
only  blue  tarps  covering  their  tattered  roofs.  The 
unlucky  ones  learned  about  more  damage. 

Junior  Stevie  Jackson,  whose  family  recently 
relocated  to  Pensacola,  learned  that  a  massive  tree 
in  the  backyard  was  uprooted,  crushing  the  living 
room  and  causing  significant  damage  to  the  rest 
of  the  house.  His  grandmother's  home,  less  than 
a  mile  away  on  the  Gulf  Coast,  was  completely 
destroyed. 

While  preparing  to  help  victims  just  two  states 
away  was  a  relatively  easy  task,  answering  a  call  to 
assist  tsunami  victims  half  a  world  away  required 
planning  on  a  larger  scale.  Students,  faculty,  and 


staff  were  mindful  ot  United  Nations  emergency 
relief  coordinator  Jan  Egeland's  statement  that  "an 
unprecedented  disaster  like  this  tsunami  requires 
unprecedented  generosity"  and  met  immediately 
at  the  start  of  the  spring  semester  to  join  the  relief 
efforts. 

Lindsay  and  Dr.  Roy  Campbell,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  history,  met  with  30  students  to  assemble  a 
creative  and  effective  campaign  dubbed  "Waves  of 
Mercy."  Led  by  the  chaplain's  office  and  Student 
Volunteer  Services,  the  initiative  addresses  both 
immediate  and  long-term  needs  for  those  in  the 
affected  areas. 

The  first  wave  of  the  campaign,  an  emergency 
relief  drive  held  on  campus  Jan.  6-14,  raised  more 
than  $5,000  to  add  to  the  international  funds 
being  provided  through  organizations  such  as  the 
Red  Cross  and  UNICEF  That  effort  closed  with 
a  community  worship  service  at  the  lake. 

The  second  wave,  titled  "Adopt-a- Village," 
began  Jan.  18.  "Wavesof  Mercy"  leaders  searched 
for  a  village  in  one  of  the  more  devastated  areas 
that  the  wider  PC  community  may  directly  support 
in  helping  to  rebuild.  This  initiative  will  continue 
throughout  the  spring  semester  and  be  re-launched 
each  spring  semester  as  needed  to  "hopefully  raise  a 
substantial  amount  of  money  each  year  to  help  the 
selected  village  achieve  some  degree  of  normalcy 
and  stability  while  restoring  themselves  to  full 
livelihood." 

The  third  wave  is  a  long-term  commitment 
to  partnership  projects.  Once  conditions  in  the 
affected  region  become  more  stabilized,  volunteer 
groups  from  PC  will  be  called  on  to  help  with 
the  rebuilding  process  in  the  college's  "adopted" 
village. 

Scheduled  to  begin  during  the  next  two  years, 
the  trips  "will  provide  a  wonderful  opportunity  of 
exchange  and  interaction  between  members  of  our 
community  and  those  whom  we  will  be  assisting, 
offering  a  much  more  intimate,  human  connec- 
tion between  our  communities  that  should  prove 
mutually  beneficial." 


Intersection  2K4: 
A  concert  for  ears 
that  touched  souls 

All  roads  may  not  lead  to  Clinton,  hut  Bailey 
Memorial  Stadium  was  a  major  intersection  last 
fall. 

The  Blue  Hose  football  stadium  doubled  as 
the  venue  tor  "Intersection  2K4"  an  inaugural 
campus  concert  featuring  contemporary  Christian 
artists  Caedmon's  Call,  Andrew  Peterson,  Laura 
Story,  and  Jonathan  and  Amanda  Noel. 

"It's  difficult  to  launch  a  new  event  because 
you  must  start  from  the  ground  floor  with  every- 
thing from  stadium  logistics  to  marketing,  but  the 
campus  community  and  the  Upstate  responded  ex- 
tremely well,"  said  Anne  Smith,  assistant  director 
of  stewardship  and  special  events.  "It  was  an  event 
that  demanded  teamwork  —  from  faculty  and  staff 
to  the  students  who  were  the  driving  force  to  make 
the  concert  a  reality.  I  think  that  hard  work  paid 
off  as  the  audience  embraced  the  event." 

Jeffrey  Graham,  a  PC  senior  who  originated 
the  idea  for  the  concert  and  worked  with  the 
college's  advancement  office  on  fundraising  to 
make  it  a  reality,  said  the  event  more  than  lived 
up  to  his  expectations  as  a  foundation  for  future 
events. 

"I  think  Intersection  2K4  was  a  great  start  to 
a  combined  event  that  allowed  different  groups 
and  the  community  to  interact  in  a  central  place 
of  worship,"  he  said.  "It  started  something  that 
many  in  the  PC  community  may  look  forward  to 
for  many  years  to  come." 

Plans  are  already  underway  for  a  second  con- 
cert this  fall  that  will  coincide  with  Youth  Day  at 
the  college.

BB&T  leader 
delivers  third 
Vance  Lecture 

The  chairman  and  chief  executive  officer  of 
BB&T  Corp.  introduced  Presbyterian  College  to 
10  core  values  that  sustain  both  the  company  and 
its  employees  during  No\'emher's  Vance  Lecture 
in  Business  Ethics. 

John  A.  Allison,  IV,  who  was  elected  chair- 
man and  CEO  of  the  Winston-Salem,  N.C.-based 
lending  company  in  1989,  said  the  company's 
fundamental  values  —  its  practical  everyday 
habits  —  allow  it  to  he  consistent  and  improve  its 
probability  of  success,  while  also  best  serving  its 
employees  as  individuals  who  seek  to  be  produc- 
tive and  happy. 

"These  values  are  not  arbitrary,"  Allison  said. 
"They're  not  capricious  —  hut  thought  out  and 
reasoned." 

They  begin  with  reality  itself. 

People  often  make  the  mistake,  he  said,  of 
evading  reality  and  believing  that  wishing  will 
make  things  so.  People  also  mistakenly  believe 
that  either  popularity  or  authority  dictate  real- 
ity. 

"Reality  is  independent  of  authority,"  he  said. 
"1  understand  that  we  must  recognize  and  respect 
authority  hut  we  also  have  the  responsibility  for 
evaluating  that  authority." 

The  second  core  value  at  BB&T  is  reason 

—  the  ability  to  objectively  recognize  and  develop 
premises  based  on  facts  and  to  derive  one's  own 
fundamental  beliefs  based  on  those  facts. 

"Humans  have  the  capacity  to  think,"  Allison 
said.  "In  fact,  we  have  only  one  natural  resource 

—  the  human  mind." 

Often,  though,  people  take  their  fundamental 
beliefs  based  on  premises  established  by  authority 
instead  of  developing  their  own.  In  the  business 
world,  people  learn  best  from  experience  —  by 
first  admitting  that  they  make  mistakes  and  learn 
from  them. 

Allison  pointed  out  that  independent  and 
creative  thinking  also  play  a  key  role  in  the 
company.  All  human  progress,  he  said,  is  a  result 
of  creative  thinking  that,  at  times,  is  stifled  by 
regulation. 

"Government  interference  is  designed  to 
keep  had  things  from  happening,"  he  said,  "but  it 
also  prevents  good  things  from  happening." 

BB&T's  fourth  core  value  is  productivity  or 
the  commitment  to  act  at  an  individual  level.  He 
noted  that  people  who  do  not  perform  stay  focused 
on  reasons  for  failure,  while  performers  see  an  end 
and  focus  on  overcoming  hurdles. 

Honesty  and  integrity  are  also  two  separate 
core  values  that  must  be  grounded  in  reality,  ac- 
cording to  Allison.  People,  and  companies,  must 
be  committed  to  objective  truths  and  should  not 
compromise  principles  that  are  based  on  logic. 


People,  too,  must  be  evaluated  and  rewarded 
objectively,  he  said.  Justice  and  fairness  is  a  core 
value  at  the  company  because,  otherwise,  average 
people  have  no  incentive  to  be  better  people  or 
employees. 

"Egalitarianism  is  detrimental  as  the  opposite 
extreme,"  Allison  said,  "because  it  is  based  on  equal 
outcome,  not  equal  treatment." 

He  said  people  should  be  evaluated  and 
judged  properly  —  as  individuals  and  not  based 
on  coUectivist  principles  such  as  racism  or  sexism 
because  they  are  inherently  illogical. 

Pride  is  a  core  value  at  BB&T  because  it  is 
"the  psychological  reward  that  is  earned  from  living 
our  values,"  he  said.  Self-esteem  and  self-motiva- 
tion also  are  values  at  the  company  because  they 
are  key  to  individual  happiness  and,  thus,  to  being 
productive. 

But  self-esteem,  Allison  said,  is  something 
that  must  be  earned  by  doing  good  work  and 
cannot  simply  be  given.  He  also  said  that  people 
should  reject  the  idea  that  they  are  "born  had 
because  we're  selfish." 

"You  must  believe  that  you  are  capable  of 
being  good  and  that  you  have  a  moral  right  to  be 
happy,"  he  said.  "Reality  tells  us  that  everything 
that  is  alive  must  act  in  its  own  self-interest  or  die. 
Life  requires  self-sustaining  action  and,  so,  human 
beings  should  act  in  their  own  self  interests." 

But  Allison  also  said  that  people  must  define 
those  interests  in  honest  fashion.  Taking  advan- 
tage of  others,  for  example,  is  self-destructive 
"because  it  doesn't  work."  At  the  other  extreme, 
self-sacrifice  and  altruism,  he  said,  are  self-defeat- 
ing concepts  because  they  "focus  on  the  lowest 
common  denominator" 


"We're  really  traders,"  he  said.  "We  trade 
value  for  value.  We're  creating  win-win  relation- 
ships." 

Allison  said  it  is  good  and  in  his  personal  self- 
interest  to  give  to  others  and  help  them  because 
that  is  the  type  of  community  in  which  he  wishes 
to  live.  Those  who  merely  sacrifice,  on  the  other 
hand,  become  unhappy  and  disengage.  He  urged 
others  to  be  honest  with  self-evaluation.  Making 
the  mistake  of  thinking  they  are  better  than  others 
is  arrogance,  hut  under-evaluation  —  believing  it 
is  wrong  to  be  selfish,  for  instance  —  also  is  also  a 
negative  trait. 

He  also  stressed  the  imptutance  of  BB&T's 
final  core  value  —  teamwork.  It  is  important 
first,  he  said,  to  do  your  own  job  well,  then  to  help 
others  and  recognize  that  each  job  integrates  with 
others. 

In  addition  to  serving  as  the  Vance  lecturer, 
Allison  also  served  for  two  days  as  an  executive  in 
residence  and  met  with  economics  and  business 
students.  The  Southeastern  Center  for  Intercul- 
tural  Studies  sponsored  his  lecture  and  visit. 

The  Vance  Lecture  series  was  established  in 
2002  with  a  $50,000  gift  from  the  Bailey  Founda- 
tion in  Clinton.  The  series  was  created  in  honor 
of  the  late  Robert  M.  Vance  of  Clinton,  a  two-time 
chairman  of  the  Presbyterian  College  Board  of 
Trustees  and  a  key  leader  as  a  banker  and  textile 
executive. 

The  permanent  endowment  supports  an 
annual  lecture  and  a  two-day  residency  for  a  busi- 
ness leader  to  serve  as  an  executive-in-residence 
to  help  PC  students  explore  the  business  world 
through  the  lens  of  integrity  and  honorable 
decision-making. 


Smith  opens  2004-05 
Russell  Program  series 

Actor,  pla\-\vright  and  teacher  Anna  Deavere 
Smith  opened  PC's  2004-05  Russell  Series  on 
African-Americans  in  the  Media  during  the  fall 
semester  —  borrowing  voices  from  several  of  her 
award-winning  performances  to  illustrate  how  the 
media  portray  African-Americans. 

Perhaps  best  known  to  the  general  public 
for  her  role  as  national  security  adviser  Nancy 
McNally  on  NBC's  "The  West  Wing,"  Smith  is 
also  one  of  the  country's  most  innovative  and 
accomplished  playwrights  and  stage  performers, 
which  she  ably  demonstrated  during  her  appear- 
ance in  Belk  Auditorium. 

From  her  play,  "Twilight:  Los  Angeles,"  which 
examined  the  riots  following  the  acquittals  ot  four 
Los  Angeles  police  ofticers  who  were  captured  on 
tape  beating  Rodney  King,  Smith  performed  the 
role  of  a  woman  she  interviewed  in  the  aftermath 
who  wanted  to  stand  up  to  the  way  she  was  mis- 
represented by  the  media. 

"I  went  to  Los  Angeles  in  the  early  1990s 
during  the  race  riots,"  she  said.  "1  like  to  go  after 
the  cameras  have  been  packed  up  and  are  gone  and 
1  like  to  hear  the  stories  that  haven't  been  told." 

Smith  also  challenged  media  portrayals  of 
African-Americans  as  athletes  and  entertainers. 
In  a  recent  editorial  written  by  Harvard  professor 
Henry  Louis  Gates  Jr.,  who  opened  PC's  celebra- 
tion of  Black  History  Month,  statistics  show  that 
African-Americans  have  a  greater  chance  of 
becoming  doctors  and  lawyers  than  playing  profes- 
sional basketball. 

"But  the  idea  prevails  that  the  only  way  out 
(for  African- Americans)  is  through  entertainment 
and  sports,"  she  said.

From  her  piece,  "Owen  Beck  and  Dad,"  Smith 
examined  the  psyche  of  a  professional  boxer  as  both 
an  athlete  and  a  man  who  faced  immense  pres- 
sure to  beat  Tommy  Morrison  (who  was  crowned 
the  "Great  White  Hope")  and  the  challenge  of 
communicating  with  his  father,  a  Jamaican  im- 
migrant. 

Smith  noted  that  the  media's  pottrayal  of 
African-Americans  in  the  United  States  has  a 
history  of  misrepresentation.  An  early  American 
journalist,  lor  example,  first  broke  the  story  of 
Thomas  Jefferson's  affair  with  Sally  Hemmings, 
one  of  his  own  slaves.  The  writer.  Smith  said, 
wrote  demeaning  songs  about  Hemmings  and 
had  elaborate  pictures  drawn  of  her  and  had  them 
published  for  the  public. 

"The  media's  not  so  bad  now,"  said  Smith. 
"It's  always  been  bad." 


From  a  performance  entitled  "Teacup," 
Smith  examined  the  continued  fascination  with 
the  telationship  between  the  author  of  the  U.S. 
Constitution  and  his  black  concubine  by  taking 
on  the  role  of  author  and  director  Ken  Bums. 

In  his  interview  with  Smith  —  which  has 
been  performed  as  part  of  her  "On  the  Road:  A 
Search  for  American  Character"  series  —  Bums 
said  the  actual  relationship  between  Jefterson  and 
Hemmings  is  largely  irrelevant,  although  indica- 
tive ot  the  country's  late  20th  century  obsession 
with  sex.  The  real  issue.  Bums  told  Smith,  is 
slavery  itself. 

"(The  affair)  doesn't  mattei,"  Bums  would 
say.  "(Jefferson)  owned,  her.  His  nephews  once 
killed  a  slave  for  breaking  a  teacup." 

Smith  told  the  audience  that  she  expects 
them  to  be  smarter  than  the  media.  During  her 
performance  of  a  conversation  between  anthro- 
pologist Margaret  Mead  and  African-American 
writet  James  Baldwin,  she  pointed  to  Mead's  as- 
sessment that  people  from  all  cultures  must  find 
a  way  to  stand  "shoulder  to  shoulder"  to  wotk  for 
the  same  future  of  the  entire  human  race. 

Smith  concluded  with  a  performance  of  one 
of  the  jurors  she  interviewed  following  the  guilty 
verdicts  handed  down  by  the  federal  jury  that 
convicted  two  of  the  Los  Angeles  police  officers  of 
violating  Rodney  King's  civil  rights.  The  woman, 
as  perfonned  by  Smith,  gave  a  ftank  and  disturbing 
account  of  the  inside  deliberations  of  the  jury  and 
how  some  jurors  focused  heavily  on  King  himself 
and  not  whether  or  not  his  rights  were  violated. 

When  the  jurors  finally  had  what  the  woman 
termed  an  "AA  meeting,"  they  were  finally  able  to 
set  their  prejudices  aside  and  look  at  the  evidence 
to  tender  a  just  verdict. 

That  scenario,  Smith  said,  still  plays  itself 
out  in  the  modem  mass  media. 

"We  ate  still  connected  to  guilt  and  anxiety," 
she  said,  "and  that's  why  the  images  get  dis- 
torted."

PC  men's  lacrosse 
finds  competition 
in  the  Deep  South 

Presbyterian  College  has  been  accepted  as  a 
member  of  the  Deep  South  Conference,  an  NCAA 
Division  II  league  of  schools  that  compete  in  men's 
lacrosse,  beginning  with  the  2005-06  academic 
year.  PC  will  become  the  ninth  member  ot  the 
league. 

The  Blue  Hose  will  be  eligible  for  the  confer- 
ence championship  and  all  conference  awards  in 
2006.  All  other  PC  teams  will  continue  to  compete 
in  the  South  Atlantic  Conference. 

"Our  coaches,  athletic  administrators  and 
presidents  were  all  enthusiastic  about  the  prospect 
of  adding  a  fine  institution  such  as  Presbyterian 
into  our  conference,"  commissioner  Doug  Echols 
said.  "We  know  they  will  be  a  proud  addition." 

PC  will  field  its  first  men's  lacrosse  team  this 
spring  as  a  club  team  under  the  direction  ot  Pat 


Lynch.  The  women's  team,  under  the  direction  of 
Stephanie  Allen,  also  will  compete  as  a  club  team 
this  spring  and  will  play  an  independent  schedule 
during  the  2005-06  season. 

Both  teams  will  assume  varsity  status  begin- 
ning this  fall. 

The  Deep  South  Conference  is  recogni:ed  as 
one  of  the  best  lacrosse  conferences  in  the  country. 
Limestone  won  the  NCAA  Division  11  champion- 
ship in  2000  and  2002,  and  was  runner-up  in  2001, 
2003  and  2004-   Conference  members  Wingate 


;ind  St.  Andrews  have  participated  in  the  NCAA 
playoffs. 

The  conference  is  in  its  tenth  year  as  a 
lacrosse  league  and  fifth  as  a  fully  sanctioned 
NCAA  Division  11  Conference.  In  addition  to  PC, 
South  Atlantic  Conference  members  Catawba, 
Mars  Hill,  and  Wingate  compete  in  lacrosse  in 
the  Deep  South  Conference.  Other  members  are 
Limestone,  Lees-McRae,  Pfeiffer,  Queens,  and  St. 
Andrews. 

In  January,  Lynch  signed  the  first  three  varsity 
players  —  David  Hetu  (Apex,  N.C.),  William 
Rinaldi  (Birmingham,  Ala.),  and  Matthew  Roach 
(Greensboro,  N.C.)  —  for  the  fledgling  men's 
lacrosse  team. 

"These  three  young  men  are  excellent 
student-athletes  and  are  up  to  the  challenge  of 
PC's  rigorous  academic  curriculum,"  Lynch  said. 
We  are  very  excited  that  they  have  accepted  the 
honor  of  being  the  first  signees  for  our  first  varsity 
year.  We  could  not  have  asked  three  better  gentle- 
men to  represent  Blue  Hose  Athletics  for  the  next 
four  years." 


Youngblood  to  lead 
Blue  Hose  sports 
medicine  program 

Dawn  Youngblood,  a  1997  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege graduate  and  a  member  of  the  college's  sports 
medicine  staff  for  the  last  1 1  years,  has  been  pro- 
moted to  director  of  sports  medicine.  She  replaces 
Nelson  Jones,  who  resigned  in  December  to  pursue 
a  job  opportunity  in  pharmaceutical  sales. 

Youngblood,  a  native  of  Conyers,  Ga.,  is  in 
her  seventh  year  with  the  Blue  Hose  sports  medi- 
cine department.  She  was  promoted  last  summer 
to  associate  head  athletic  trainer  and  named  the 
athletic  department's  senior  women's  administra- 
tor. 

"1  am  very  pleased  to  have  Dawn  accept  the 
position  as  our  director  of  sports  medicine,"  direc- 
tor of  athletics  Dr.  Bee  Carlton  said.  "She  has  been 
a  valued  member  of  our  staff  for  many  years  and 
during  that  time  she  has  always  provided  expert 
care  for  our  players  and  support  to  our  coaches.

Cactus  Bowl  outing 
gets  Pope  NFL  looks 

Blue  Hose  senior  Tim  Pope  put  an  exclama- 
tion point  on  his  final  collegiate  football  game, 
catching  six  passes  for  101  yards  to  rally  the  East 
team  to  an  18-15  win  in  the  sixth  annual  Whata- 
burger  Cactus  Bowl  held  Jan.  7  in  KingsviUe, 
Texas. 

Pope  set  Cactus  Bowl  records  tor  receptions 
and  receiving  yards,  as  well  as  with  a  50-yard  pass 
reception  from  Catawba  College  quarterback 
Luke  Samples  to  set  up  the  first  touchdown  ot  the 
game. 

His  performance  at  workouts  and  in  the 
game  earned  Pope,  a  6-3,  200-pound  native  ot 
Ninety-Six,  S.C.,  long  looks  from  the  pro  scouts 
attending  the  all-star  game  for  NCAA  Division 
II  players. 

"For  four  days  straight  we  had  two  practices  a 
day.  At  every  one  of  these  practices,  each  player 
was  heavily  scrutinized  by  the  scouts  that  were 
present.  The  scouts  observed  the  practices  and 
after  each  practice  they  sat  down  with  those 
players  whom  they  had  already  been  scouting  or 
those  who  simply  caught  their  eye  that  particular 
practice,"  Pope  said.  "I  was  fortunate  to  be  able  to 
sit  down  with  a  number  of  teams  such  as  Tampa 
Bay,  New  York  Giants,  San  Francisco,  Washing- 
ton, Tennessee,  and  Jacksonville. 

"I  feel  that  my  chances  (to  be  drafted  by 
an  NFL  team)  were  definitely  increased  by  my 
performance  in  the  Cactus  Bowl,  but  one  never 
knows  about  draft  status.  If  I  go  undrafted,  free 


agency  is  something  that  my  agent  (Kevin  Pompey 
of  Pompey  and  Associates)  and  I  are  prepared 
to  embrace  with  open  arms.  All  I  ask  for  is  an 
adequate  opportunity  to  exercise  my  talents  and 
gifts  for  the  glory  of  God." 

Pope  was  among  eight  South  Atlantic  Con- 
ference players  selected  to  participate  in  the  2004 
game,  which  was  nationally  televised  by  the  FOX 
Sports  Network  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year.  He 
is  the  twelfth  Blue  Hose  player  to  participate  in  the 
event,  which  was  played  in  North  Dakota  as  the 
Snow  Bowl  before  moving  to  Texas  in  2001 ,  join- 
ing Ryan  Bowers  and  Nacomma  Maxwell  (2003), 
Todd  Cunningham  and  D.J.  Humphries  (2002), 
Travis  Smith  (2001),  Brad  Bolemon  (2000),  Troy 


Gamble  (1999),  Chris  Hamilton  (1997),  Brian 
Estes  (1996),  and  Chris  McGaha  and  Steve  Gorrie 
(1995). 

"My  experience  in  KingsviUe  is  one  that  I  will 
remember  for  the  rest  of  my  life,"  Pope  said.  "I  was 
very  fortunate  to  be  among  the  NCAA  Division 
IPs  most  elite  athletes,  and  it  was  an  honor  to  be 
a  part  of  something  as  special  as  this  all-star  game. 
The  relationships  that  I  made  there  with  my  fel- 
low wide  outs  and  many  other  guys  definitely  have 
lifelong  potential." 

Former  Blue  Hose  head  coach  Cally  Gault 
and  former  defensive  coordinator  Bob  Strock 
were  among  the  members  of  the  East  all-star  team 
coaching  staff. 


Support  strengthens 
PC  training  facilities 

Presbyterian  College  athletes  are  enjoying  a 
new  state-of-the-art  weight  room  in  the  Ross  E. 
Templeton  Physical  Education  Center,  a  profes- 
sional-quality facility  made  possible  in  part  by  the 
generosity  of  former  Blue  Hose  athletes. 

The  new  weight  room,  which  opened  in  Oc- 
tober, replaces  the  Templeton  Center's  racquetball 
court  that  was  no  longer  in  service.  The  38'  x  70' 
addition  provides  an  additional  2,660  square  feet 
of  weightlifting  area  for  the  college's  13  varsity 
athletic  teams.  The  original  weight  room,  located 
at  the  east  end  of  the  Furman  B.  Pinson  Court, 
provides  2,400  square  feet  of  workout  space  that 
will  give  the  Blue  Hose  athletic  teams  the  flex- 
ibility to  work  out  in  both  weight  room  facilities 
while  avoiding  scheduling  conflicts. 

More  than  200  former  Blue  Hose  athletes  par- 
ticipated in  the  Athletes  for  Academics  campaign 
that  was  spearheaded  by  Alan  Smith,  director  of 
the  Scotsman  Club.  The  campaign  allowed  alumni 
to  make  dual  gifts  that  raised  $100,000  toward  a 


new  science  building  and  $100,000  for  the  weight 
room. 

"This  is  a  need  that  we  identified  early  last 
year  that  would  help  every  one  of  our  teams  remain 
competitive,"  director  of  athletics  Bee  Carlton  said. 
"The  addition  of  a  second  weight  training  and 
conditioning  facility  gives  us  increased  scheduling 
flexibility  that  will  allow  additional  prime  training 
time  access  to  all  men's  and  women's  teams.  This 
facility  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  area  among  all  col- 
leges and  universities.  I  am  thankful  for  the  loyal 
alumni  and  supporters  who,  through  their  generous 


donations,  have  made  this  possible.  They  have 
shown  a  dedication  to  support  academics  and 
athletics  for  current  and  future  PC  students." 

The  new  weight  room  includes  custom  equip- 
ment designed  and  installed  by  Arrow  Hawk,  Inc. 
of  Laurens,  S.C.,  which  has  planned  and  installed 
weight  room  equipment  for  such  college  programs 
as  Clemson  University  and  the  University  of 
Georgia,  as  well  as  the  Buffalo  Bills  and  Miami 
Dolphins  of  the  NFL.  Arrow  Hawk  owner  Lee 
Parrish  coordinated  and  supervised  the  construc- 
tion of  PC's  new  weight  room. 


Field  of  Dreams  Scholarship 


Sand  lots 

to  Scholars

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As  winter  thaws,  baseball 
blooms  and,  with  it,  the  budding 
dreams  of  baseball  greatness  that 
emerge  eternally  with  every  spring. 

On  the  sandlot  fields  or  in  high 
school  dugouts  are  the  dreamers 
themselves  —  those  who  turn  their 
aspirations  to  the  biggest  oi  big 
leagues,  the  great  Majors,  while  they 
enjoy  the  rituals  of  leather,  wood,  dirt, 
and  grass. 

On  the  sidelines  are  those  who, 
perhaps,  have  shared  the  same  dream. 
Coaches  coaxing  the  heirs  of  Ruth  or 
fans  seeking  the  thrill  that  comes  from 
competition  and  success. 

At  the  Presbyterian  College 
Baseball  Complex,  there  sits  quietly 
a  man  who  has  his  own  associated 
dream  —  to  give  those  young  men 
who  dream  of  wearing  sox  of  red  or 
white  a  chance  to  someday  wear  hose 
of  blue. 


Dr.  DeanTTiompson,  PC's  Edmunds 
Professor  of  English,  has  founded  the 
Field  of  Dreams  Scholarship,  a  four- 
year  scholarship  for  future  members 
of  the  Blue  Hose  baseball  team.  For 
Thompson,  the  decision  to  establish 
the  scholarship,  which,  when  it 
becomes  active,  will  be  designated  for 
members  of  the  PC  baseball  program 
with  financial  need,  is  "simply  a 
matter  ot  doing  the  math." 

"1  love  the  good  American  game 
of  baseball,  I  love  this  college,  and  I 
love  my  students,"  he  said.  "Why  not 
do  something  for  all  three?" 

And  why  not,  he  said,  give  a 
student-athlete  the  opportunity  to 
discover  the  "transforming  magic  ot 
a  liberal  arts  education"  —  especially 
those  students  most  in  need  of  financial 
aid. 

Seeing  Thompson's  office  filled 
with  memorabilia  hailing  America's 
pastime  —  or  feeling  his  regular 
presence  at  Blue  Hose  games  —  it  is 
plainly  evident  that  he  is  a  baseball 


fan.  But,  he  admits,  baseball  took  hold 
of  him  only  recently 

The  grandson  of  Textile  League 
great  Ernest  "Powerhouse"  Hawkins  of 
Spartanburg,  S.C.,  Thompson  didn't 
truly  embrace  this  personal  legacy  until 
a  few  years  ago.  Hearing  him  talk  about 
Hawkins  —  how,  for  the  last  25  years 
of  his  life,  "Powerhouse"  organized 
league  reunions  in  his  hometown 

—  or  seeing  Thompson  hold  a  fading 
but  cherished  photograph  of  his 
grandfather  in  uniform,  there  can  be 
little  doubt  about  the  inspiration  for 
his  newfound  or  rediscovered  love  of 
baseball. 

Or  of  the  scholarship  itself. 

"'Field  of  Dreams'  was  his  favorite 
movie,"  Thompson  said.  "We  got  to 
see  it  together  before  he  died  in  1999. 
Two  weeks  after  he  died,  1  wei^t  to 
Turner  Field  to  see  a  Braves  game 
for  him  and  something  just  clicked 

—  the  beauty  and  symmetry  of  the 
game  just  rose  up,  alive  and  defiant 
and  astonishing.  1  was  in  awe." 


Those  feelings  of  awe  are  not 
denied  as  Thompson  continues  to 
relive  them  under  the  lights  "way  up 
in  the  nosebleeds"  at  the  "Ted"  in 
Atlanta  and  in  a  chair  along  the  first 
base  line  at  the  PC  field,  where  he  is 
deeply  moved  by  parents  who  arrive 
two  hours  before  the  first  pitch  just 
to  talk. 

Thompson  hopes  not  only  to 
kindle  the  love  of  baseball  in  his  own 
heart,  but  to  rekindle  it  in  anyone  who 
may  ever  have  dreamed  a  little  dream 
of  playing  ball  in  the  bigs. 

"When  alums  who  love  baseball 
send  their  yearly  donation  to  PC, 
1  hope  they'll  consider  earmarking 
that  donation  to  the  Field  of  Dreams 
Scholarship,"  he  said.  "All  of  us 
working  together  can  make  a  dream 
come  true  for  a  kid  playing  shortstop 
on  a  sandlot  today.  All  of  my  students 
who  are  baseball  players  write  that 
they  dream  of  playing  in  the  big 
leagues.  I  applaud  their  wanting  to 
work  towards  that  dream  and  1  want 
to  help  them  if  1  can." 

Seeing  a  ballplayer  also  slide 
headfirst  into  the  liberal  arts  can  only 
be  a  dream  come  true  in  Thompson's 
own  eyes  —  and  it  will  be  a  great  day 
for  him  to  see  the  first  Field  of  Dreams 
scholar  take  the  field. 

"All  baseball  aside,"  he  said  with 
a  grin,  "I'll  probably  shoot  him  one 
question;  'Are  you  hitting  the  books, 
boy?'  Because  I'm  not  footing  the  bill 
for  a  deadbeat." 

Like  the  coaches  will  say  and,  as 
any  professor  can  attest,  Thompson 
also  hopes  that  these  future  Blue 
Hose  will  discover  their  own  Field  of 
Dreams  at  PC  and  make  the  most  of  a 
rare  and  beautiful  opportunity. 

"As  long  as  he  gets  some  dirt  on 
his  glove  and  as  long  as  he  tears  up 
when  he  smells  that  wonderful  smell 
of  freshly  cut  grass,"  he  said.  "As  long 
as  he  sits  on  the  front  steps  of  Neville 
at  night  to  ponder  the  wonders  and 
mysteries  of  life,  then  I'll  consider 
that  I  have  a  100  percent  return  on 
my  investment." 


Michael  McNulty,  a  member  of  the  Pres- 
byterian College  Board  of  Trustees,  smiled 
at  the  audience  gathered  in  the  Caldwell 
Harper  Theater  for  the  Guardians  program 
and  offered  a  simple  adage  from  a  wise  phi- 
losopher: 

"That  friends  should  come  to  one  from 
afar,  is  this,  not  after  all,  delightful?" 

McNulty's  satisfied  grin  and  his  quote 
from  Confucius  were  perfectly  suited  for 
the  November  evening.  Not  only  was  it  a 
nod  to  his  fellow  trustees  and  Presbyterian 
College  Guardians  —  those  who  have  made 
provisions  for  the  college  through  their 
estates  —  but  also  to  a  delegation  from  Gui- 
zhou  University  led  by  its  president,  Dr. 
Chen  Shuping. 

McNulty,  executive  chairman  of  Tour- 
ism Development  International  Ltd.,  in 
Ireland,  was  instrumental  in  forging  a  bilat- 
eral relationship  between  Presbyterian 
College  and  Guizhou  University  — 
relationship  that  led  to  numerous 
visits  between  faculty,  adminis- 
trators, and  students  to  the  two 
institutions  during  the  past  18 
months  to  plan  a  collabora- 
tive program  of  exchange. 
The  program  will  soon 
become  a  reality. 

"We're  definitely 

moving    forward    in    our 
relationship.       From    my 
vantage  point,  as  a  profes- 
sor, 1  think  this  is  a  unique 
opportunity    for    a    small 
college  like  PC.     Guizhou 
University,  like  PC,  is  seek- 
ing to  further  diversify  both 
its  curriculum  and  educational 
outlook,"  said  Dr.  Roy  Camp- 
bell, assistant  professor  of  history. 
"A  collaborative  relationship  with  a 
strong  American  liberal  arts  institution 
like  ours  is,  therefore,  greatly  appealing  to 
their  interests.    Similarly,  from  my  vantage 
point  as  a  professor,  Guizhou  University  is 
truly  a  microcosm  of  all  that  China  has  to 
offer  our  students  and  faculty  alike. 

"Guizhou  province,  where  the  univer- 
sity is  located,  is  one  of  the  most  scenically 
beautiful  parts  of  China,  has  a  very  unique 
cultural  dimension  due  to  the  strong  con- 
centration of  ethnic  minorities  in  the  region, 
and,  historically,  has  also  played  a  very  im- 
portant role  in  shaping  modem  China  over 
the  past  100  years.  The  university  itself  has 
a  very  diverse  curriculum,  which  matches  up 
very  well  with  the  strengths  and  interests  of 
PC  faculty  and  students.  With  the  21st  cen- 
tury being  billed  as  the  'Asian  Century,'  this 


is  truly  an  opportune  time  for  PC  to  establish 
a  collaborative  relationship  with  such  a  dis- 
tinguished Chinese  institution." 

Not  only  will  the  partnership  benefit 
both  PC  and  Guizhou,  but  it  also  will  signal 
another  step  in  positive  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  China. 

"China  is  the  economic  success  story 
of  the  world,"  said  Dr.  David  Gillespie,  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs.  "The  impres- 
sion I  got...  is  that  the  Chinese  people  want 
to  be  friends  with  the  United  States  —  and 
that  is  a  good  and  remarkable  thing." 

McNulty's  beaming  smile  was  perhaps 
outdone  only  by  the  one  worn  by  Chen, 
whose  visit  to  PC  in  November  was  his  first. 
He  presented  PC  president  John  Griffith

with  a  painting  of  an  eagle  —  a  work  com- 
missioned from  one  of  China's  master  artists 
whose  work  has  been  displayed  at  the  Great 
Hall  of  the  People. 

Chen's  request  of  the  artist  was  to  create 
something  uniquely  American.  The  blend- 
ing of  the  Chinese  art  form  and  the  symbol 
of  the  United  States  is  representative  of  the 
opportunities  that  lie  in  the  collaboration 
between  PC  and  Guizhou. 

"We  share  common  commitments:  to 
make  full  use  of  the  special  role  of  universi- 
ties, to  promote  the  friendship  and  coopera- 
tions between  China  and  the  United  States, 


and  to  establish  a  peaceful,  prosperous,  anal^ 
bright  future  for  all  people,"  Chen  said.  "We 
share  a  common  faith:  the  main  contribu- 
tion of  universities  to  society  is  to  train 
personnel  and  to  develop  people  of  strong 
character.  Not  only  do  we  want  to  have 
good  students,  but  we  also  want  to  cultivate 
students  that  have  a  love  for,  and  willingness 
to  help,  others  and  contribute  to  society." 

"We  have  a  common  dream  to  make  the 
relationship  between  Guizhou  University 
and  PC  more  creative,  more  efficient,  and 
everlasting.  Our  dream  is  to  inspire  more 
people  from  both  schools  to  become  in- 
volved." 

As  part  of  the  plan  tor  collaboration,  an 
initial  short-term  exchange  will  be  pursued 
between  the  institutions  with  the  primary 
purpose  of  laying  the  groundwork  for  future 
collaboration.  Faculty-led  student  groups 
from  PC  may  study  at  Guizhou  Univer- 
sity for  two  to  three  weeks  during  the 
college's  May  term,  and  Guizhou 
University  students  will  study  at 
Presbyterian  College  on  a  semes- 
ter basis.  Also,  PC  students 
with  appropriate  language 
preparation  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  participate 
in  a  semester-long  program 
at  Guizhou  University. 

Opportunities 
will  also  exist  for  faculty 
from  both  institutions  to 
study  abroad  and  interact 
with  faculty  and  students. 
Guizhou  University  faculty 
will  be  invited  to  spend  a 
semester  at  PC  as  Southeast- 
ern   Center    for    Intercultural 
Studies  Visiting  Scholars.     PC 
faculty  will  be  invited  to  spend  a 
semester     as     visiting     scholars     at 
Guizhou  University. 
Members  of  the  PC  faculty  are  already 
planning  to  seize  the  opportunity. 

"1  feel  truly  fortunate  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  return  to  Guizhou  this  com- 
ing June,"  said  Campbell,  whose  spring  trip 
will  be  his  third  to  China  during  the  past 
two  years.  "As  one  of  the  first  steps  in  our 
collaborative  effort,  I've  been  invited  to  visit 
Guizhou  for  two  weeks,  during  which  time  I 
will  give  several  lectures  to  students  in  their 
humanities  division.  The  topic  that  1  have 
been  asked  to  lecture  on  is  the  American 
historical  perspective  on  China. 

"As  a  historian  who  specializes  in  modem 
Chinese  history,  this  is  truly  an  exciting  topic 
that  addresses  some  of  the  fundamental  bases 
upon  which  this  collaborative  relationship

Imagine  sitting  in  a  classroom,  eager  to  start 
your  first  art  project.  Imagine  agonizing  over  the 
details  in  large  naturally-lighted  work  areas  for 
each  style  of  art.  Imagine  finishing  your  piece — 
the  feeling  of  relief  that  comes  with  completing 
your  work.  Then  you  are  able  to  display  your 
work  for  all  to  see  your  passion  and  skill.  This 
is  the  dream  of  our  visual  arts  department — to 
design  a  new  facility  that  allows  both  the  space 
to  create  and  the  space  to  display  our  students' 
artwork. 

The  visual  arts  program  at  Presbyterian  College 
strives  to  introduce  our  students  to  the  genius 
of  the  masters  and  to  allow  each  student  to 
experience  first-hand  the  unique  feeling  that 
comes  through  personal  artistic  expression 
in  creating  something  that  is  exceptional. 
Primarily  located  in  Douglas  House,  our  arts 
department  has  outgrown  its  current  space  and 
now  desperately  needs  a  new  facility  in  order  to 
continue  to  provide  our  students  with  the  best  in 
visual  arts  education. 

"The  department  has  the  motivation,  the  talent, 
and  the  vision  to  offer  a  first  rate  program,"  said 
Mr.  Mark  Anderson,  Professor  of  Art.  "What  we 
need  is  a  first  rate  facility,  with  dedicated  space 
for  equipment,  storage,  and  workspace." 

In  an  effort  to  meet  these  needs,  a  $1  million 
gift  has  been  given  to  establish  the  Mary  Ellen 
Bailey  Vance  and  Toccoa  Mars  Bailey  Visual 
Arts  Facility  and  Operating  Endowment  Fund, 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  Robert  M.  Vance,  a 
Clinton  banker  and  textile  executive  and  two- 


time  chairman  of  the  College's  board  of  trustees. 
The  endowment  will  provide  funding  for  utilities, 
maintenance,  and  periodic  updates  on  the 
College's  visual  arts  facilities,  as  well  as  funding 
in  support  of  programs  for  faculty  in  delivering  the 
curriculum. 

This  gift  comes  in  the  form  of  a  challenge  to  other 
donors — the  Vance's  gift  will  match  the  gifts  of 
other  donors  towards  the  new  art  facility. 

"We  are  so  grateful  for  the  Vance  family's 
efforts  to  help  us  with  this  important  need  for  the 
college,"  said  President  John  V.  Griffith.  Through 
this  challenge,  PC  is  one  step  closer  to  meeting  its 
goal  to  become  the  best  liberal  arts  institution  in 
the  South.

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has  been  built.  Some  specific  questions  that 
I  have  been  asked  to  address  are:  How  have 
Americans  historically  viewed  China  and 
the  Chinese?  How  is  the  history  and  culture 
of  China  taught  in  American  institutions  of 
higher  learning.'  In  particular,  what  interests 
do  PC  students  have  in  China?  Questions 
such  as  these  will  serve  as  a  great  starting 
point  as  we  move  forward  in  our  relationship 
with  Guizhou." 

Dr.  Jim  Wetzel  is  planning  a  fall  trip  to 
Guizhou  as  part  of  his  sabbatical.  In  2006, 
Campbell  and  Miriam  Ragland,  assistant 
professor  of  theater  arts,  plan  to  lead  students 
on  a  three  week  Maymester  trip  to  China. 

"A  strong  component  of  this  trip  will  be 
a  ten-day  visit  to  Guizhou  University,  during 
which  time  we  will  give  our  students  the  op- 
portunity to  explore  the  unicjue  culture  and 
history  of  this  region,  particularly  through 
the  arts,"  Campbell  said. 

Campbell  and  Wetzel  were  both  part  ot 
a  six-member  PC  delegation  that  traveled  to 
the  city  of  Guiyang  in  October.  They  joined 
Griffith  and  Gillespie,  as  well  as  PC  students 
Mike  Wright  and  Daniel  Alderman  on  the 
journey,  during  which  Chen  and  Griffith 
signed  a  memorandum  of  intent  that  solidi- 
fied and  formalized  an  exchange  of  students 
and  faculty. 

"Having  two  students  on  the  trip  proved 
to  be  ot  great  benefit,  as  it  provided  us  with 
the  opportunity  to  explore  the  potential 
benefits  of  this  relationship  from  a  student 
perspective,"  Campbell  said.  "From  the 
vantage  point  ot  myself,  Dr.  Griffith,  Dr. 
Gillespie,  and  Dr.  Wetzel,  one  ot  the  greatest 
dimensions  of  our  visit  was  watching  our  stu- 
dents interact  with  our  Chinese  hosts.  Their 
positive  experiences  and  reactions  through- 
out the  course  of  our  visit  also  helped  us  to 
more  fully  appreciate  the  rich  opportunities 
in  store  for  other  PC  students  who  may  visit 
Guizhou  in  the  near  future." 

That  is  a  visit  both  students  would  heart- 
ily endorse. 

During  their  trip  to  Guizhou,  Wright 
and  Alderman  were  introduced  to  the 
educational  and  cultural  experiences  await- 
ing PC's  faculty  and  students.  The  warm 
greetings  they  received  left  a  lasting  impres- 
sion. 

"My  general  thoughts  on  China  main- 


ly circled  around  how  friendly  and  excited 
our  hosts  were  to  create  this  lasting  bond 
between  our  two  schools,"  Alderman  said. 
"With  China  having  the  most  economic 
growth  in  the  world,  it  will  be  a  tremendous 
asset  for  PC  to  have  such  a  close  relationship 
with  Guizhou  University.  I'm  very  much 
looking  forward  to  advancing  our  relation- 
ship between  these  schools." 

Wright  said  their  hosts  were  very  inter- 
ested in  hearing  the  PC  students  describe 
their  college  —  what  their  classes  are  like 
and  what  they  are  studying.  They  walked 
through  classes  at  Guizhou,  toured  local 
villages,  and  ate  local  food. 


"They  were  such  gracious  hosts  —  very 
welcoming.  There  were  a  lot  of  children 
who  came  up  to  us  and  said  hello  in  Eng- 
lish," Wright  said.  "The  food  was  totally 
different  from  what  we  think  of  as  Chinese 
food,  but  I  really  enjoyed  it.  We  ate  with 
chopsticks  every  meal  and  had  no  Ameri- 
can dishes  the  entire  time  we  were  there." 

Culinary  and  dining  challenges  are 
small  hurdles,  however. 

The  partnership  is  an  important  one  in 
Communist  China,  where  such  exchanges 
have  traditionally  been  limited  to  specific 
academic  disciplines  or  topics.  The  oppor- 
tunity for  students  and  faculty  from  Guizhou 
to  study  the  Judeo-Christian  philosophy  and 
the  Greco-Roman  tradition  of  law  is  break- 
ing new  ground. 

"Guizhou  is  emerging  in  this  new  China 
and  it  is  being  watched  closely  by  Beijing," 


Griffith  said.  "It's  a  major  step  for  them  — 
and  certainly  an  exciting  one  for  us." 

It  also  has  been  a  lengthy  process. 

A  five-member  delegation  led  by 
Mao  Jianlin,  director  of  the  foreign  affairs 
department  of  Guizhou  University,  visited 
PC  during  the  summer  of  2003.  Campbell 
and  Greg  Henley,  director  of  the  Southeast- 
ern Center  for  Intercultural  Studies,  visited 
Guizhou  University  later  that  year  to  further 
lay  the  groundwork  that  led  to  mutual  visits 
by  Griffith  and  Chen  last  fall. 

Early  initiatives  may  lead  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  The  Chinese-American  Insti- 
tute, a  more  formal  institutional  collabora- 
tion through  which  PC  and  Guizhou  students 
and  faculty  would  have  greater  opportunities 
and  resources  to  explore  their  respective  cul- 
tures. That  effort  could,  leaders  from  both 
institutions  hope,  facilitate  opportunities  for 
interested  commercial  and  business  entities 
in  those  respective  regions. 

Professor  Mao  is  already  making  plans 
to  return  to  PC  for  a  semester.  In  addition, 
the  Guizhou  Dance  Troupe  —  regarded  as 
one  of  the  leading  artistic  groups  in  China 
—  will  perform  at  PC  during  a  brief  trip  to 
the  United  States  this  fall. 

Such  visits,  Campbell  hopes,  only 
scratch  the  surface  of  the  collaboration's  po- 
tential. 

"I  would  encourage  any  and  all  faculty 
to  visit  Guizhou  and  explore  the  possibili- 
ties that  are  available  to  them  in  so  many 
capacities.  U.S. -Chinese  relations  will 
only  continue  to  grow  in  importance,  and 
the  PC-GU  collaboration  is  one  small,  but 
important,  dimension  of  establishing  a  posi- 
tive and  beneficial  relationship  of  mutual 
understanding  between  our  nations.  Pro- 
fessor Mao's  visit  will  be  particularly  benefi- 
cial to  our  faculty.  In  addition  to  teaching 
our  students  Chinese,  he  plans  to  offer  a 
weekly  Chinese  language/culture  seminar  to 
interested  faculty  as  a  means  to  help  prepare 
interested  PC  faculty  for  future  visits  to 
GU. 

"Ultimately,  I  hope  to  see  an  institute 
of  Chinese  studies  established  at  PC,  and  an 
institute  of  American  Studies  at  GU.  This 
is  something  that  our  friends  at  GU  are  in- 
terested in  as  well,  and  it  holds  great  promise 
for  both  of  our  institutions." 


"I  think  both  colleges  have  been  blessed  at  this  moment  in  their  histories 
to  have  presidents  who  are  both  visionaries.  They  realize  that  both  schools 
emerged  at  a  time  when  America  was  racially  divided  and,  in  some  ways, 
we're  both  victims  of  the  politics  of  that  particular  period."

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Chen  agreed  that  the  cooperative  efforts 
hold  great  promise. 

"The  basis  of  cooperation  is  trust.  The 
premise  of  trust  is  understanding,"  Dr.  Chen 
said.  "The  seeds  have  been  planted.  Let  us 
water  them  together  and  hope  they  will  be- 
come a  forest." 

While  many  are  focused  on  a  nation 
and  institution  half  a  world  away,  others  are 
equally  excited  about  another  cooperative 
effort  undertaken  by  PC's  faculty  and  stu- 
dents. 

This  spring,  1 1  PC  students  are 
participating  in  a  seminar  on  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement  along  with  10  students  from 
Claflin  University  in  Orangeburg,  S.C.  The 
seminar  is  co-taught  by  Dr.  Booker  Ingram, 
PC's  Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of  Political 
Science,  and  Dr.  Thomas  Midgette,  Claflin's 
director  of  human  and  race  relations. 

The  seminar  is  the  first  collaborative  ef- 
fort between  PC  and  South  Carolina's  oldest 
historically  black  university.  After  receiv- 
ing funding  from  the  SCANA  Corporation, 
a  public  utility  company  in  South  Caro- 
lina, the  seminar  was  announced  jointly  by 
Griffith  and  Claflin  president  Dr.  Henry  Tis- 
dale  during  PC's  125th  Opening  Convoca- 
tion in  September. 

Members  of  the  Claflin  choir  joined 
the  PC  choir  during  the  convocation  per- 
formance. Two  days  later,  the  PC  choir  and 
Griffith  were  guests  at  Claflin's  ceremonial 
opening  of  the  academic  year. 

"Given  the  homogeneity  of  our  student 
population  and  faculty,  one  way  to  increase 
the  number  of  minorities  on  campus  was  to 
engage  in  interaction  with  historically  black 
colleges  and  their  students,  faculty,  and  ad- 
ministration. Even  during  the  development 
of  the  Southeastern  Center  for  Intercultural 
Studies,  we  had  talked  about  an  Atlanta 
school  for  PC  students  who  could  spend  a 
semester  or  summer  term  there  learning 
about  inner-city  life  and  possibly  take  classes 
at  Spelman  or  Morehouse,"  Ingram  said. 

"The  point  is  to  expose  our  students  to 
different  perspectives  about  the  American 
experience  —  the  American  dream.  It  was 
about  a  year  ago  that  Dr.  Griffith  began  a 
relationship  with  President  Tisdale  at  Claf- 
lin. From  several  of  their  discussions,  they 
began  to  come  up  with  creative  ways  that 


we  could  develop  a  collaboration. ...  I  think 
both  colleges  have  been  blessed  at  this  mo- 
ment in  their  histories  to  have  presidents 
who  are  both  visionaries.  They  realize  that 
both  schools  emerged  at  a  time  when  Amer- 
ica was  racially  divided  and,  in  some  ways, 
we're  both  victims  of  the  politics  ot  that  par- 
ticular period" 

For  Griffith,  the  opportunity  to  partner 
with  Claflin  represents  a  natural  step  for 
PC. 

"Claflin,  during  the  past  ten  years,  has 
emerged  as  one  of  the  strongest  comprehen- 
sive liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  South.   The 


institution  has  fine  leadership,  is  developing 
excellent  facilities,  and  is  also  developing 
several  programs  that  are  in  the  forefront  of 
higher  education.  For  example,  they  have 
an  initiative  that  is  not  unlike  our  South- 
eastern Center  for  Intercultural  Studies,"  he 
said.  "We're  partnering  with  an  institution 
that  has  common  goals  but  has  a  different 
heritage  and  is  located  in  a  different  part 
of  the  state.  This  partnership  pulls  on  the 
resources  of  our  two  communities  to  organize 
and  deliver  a  seminar  on  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement  —  specifically  the  role  South 
Carolina  played  and  continues  to  play. 

"It's  our  hope  that  this  will  be  a  first  step. 
We've  received  funding  from  one  of  South 
Carolina's  finest  public  companies  and  I 
believe  there  will  he  additional  funding 
because  this  breaks  new  ground   in  South 


Carolina  and  points  to  a  brighter  and  more 
prosperous  future  for  all  in  the  state.  We 
want  to  be  a  part  of  that.  We  want  to  teach 
future  leaders  for  our  state." 

Ingram  and  Midgette  spent  months 
planning  the  curriculum  for  the  interdis- 
ciplinary seminar,  which  meets  weekly  in 
Columbia  and  on  both  campuses. 

"We've  both  been  participants  in 
National  Endowment  for  Humanities  semi- 
nars on  Civil  Rights  at  Harvard  University, 
so  we  had  some  commonality  in  planning 
the  readings  to  examine  the  history  of  race 
relations  as  well  as  an  analysis  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Movement  and  the  major  events  and 
figures,"  Ingram  said.  "But  I  hadn't  realized 
the  work  entailed  in  planning  travel.  Our 
campuses  are  one  hour  and  forty-five  min- 
utes from  each  other  and  you  have  to  build 
that  time  into  the  seminar  as  you  think  about 
carving  the  time  out  of  a  student's  day.  The 
seminar  meets  for  two  hours  and  you  have 
to  plan  another  two  hours  down  and  two 
hours  back.  That's  a  six-hour  commitment 
by  these  students,  hut  they've  been  very  will- 
ing to  do  that." 

The  course  includes  a  number  of  read- 
ings and  requires  participants  to  keep  a 
journal.  Ingram  and  Midgette  have  also 
called  on  numerous  speakers  to  share  their 
experiences  and  knowledge  about  the  Civil 
Rights  Movement.  They  include  Cleveland 
Sellers,  director  of  the  African  American 
Studies  program  at  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  and  former  program  director  of  the 
Student  Nonviolent  Coordinating  Commit- 
tee; Patricia  Sullivan,  an  associate  professor 
of  history  and  African  American  studies  at 
the  University  of  South  Carolina  who  is 
writing  a  history  of  the  NAACP;  and  Cecil 
Williams,  a  professor  of  visual  arts  at  Claflin, 
whose  photographs  documented  the  civil 
rights  period. 

Seminar  participants  will  also  travel  as 
a  group  to  South  Carolina's  lowcountry  in 
February,  touring  the  Avery  Research  Center 
for  African  American  History  and  Culture 
in  Charleston,  and  visiting  with  members  of 
the  GuUah  community  in  Beaufort. 

In  mid-March,  the  group  will  visit  Mont- 
gomery, Ala.,  and  Dexter  Avenue  Baptist 
Church,  where  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  was 
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Visionaries:  Claflin  University  president  Henry  Tisdale  and  PC  president  John  Griffith  cultivated  the  ideas  that  produced  a  partnership  between  the  two  South  CaroUna  institu 
tions.  hi  the  words  of  Dr.  Booker  Ingram,  "I  think  both  colleges  have  been  blessed  at  this  moment  in  their  histories  to  have  presidents  who  are  both  visionaries." 
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rtnershiiDs:  PC's  collaborative  efforts  with  both  Claflin  and  Guizhou  hold  exciting  promise  for  students  and  faculty.  "1  hope  that  one  of  the  things  we  all  leai 
a  these  types  of  collaborations  —  whether  it  is  from  our  Asian  peers  or  our  African  American  peers  —  is  the  lesson  of  Dr.  Kiiig  that  we  need  to  respect  the  dignit

trip  will  include  stops  in  Selma,  Ala.,  where 
the  voting  rights  march  took  place,  the  Six- 
teenth Street  Baptist  Church  and  the  Civil 
Rights  Institute  in  Birmingham  and  the  Eb- 
enezer  Baptist  Church  and  MLK  Center  in 
Atlanta. 

"We've  introduced  the  students  to  the 
legacy  of  slavery.  Most  scholars  indicated 
that  America  became  a  racially  segregated 
nation  during  the  early  nineteenth  century, 
so  it's  crucial  to  understand  the  development 
of  these  first  hi-social  customs  and  traditions 
during  this  antebellum  period.  We'll  move 
on  to  realize  that  racial  segregation  will  be 
reinforced  by  civil  code.  So  we'll  spend 
some  time  talking  about  the  origin  and  evo- 
lution of  Jim  Crowism  in  America,  but  the 
predominant  amount  of  time  will  be  spent 
on  the  period  between  1955  through  1968," 
Ingram  said.  "We'll  look  at  what  some  schol- 
ars consider  the  beginning  of  the  modern 
Civil  Rights  Movement  and  the  end  ot  what 
many  consider  to  be  the  end  of  the  move- 
ment in  1968  with  the  death  ot  King,  Robert 
Kennedy,  and  the  passage  of  the  Fair  Hous- 
ing Act,  which  was  the  last  major  piece  of 
Civil  Rights  legislation  passed  by  the  United 
States  Congress. 

"We  do  have  a  component  in  the  semi- 
nar where  we  look  at  the  post-Civil  Rights 
period  and  what  needs  to  be  done  today  to 
move  the  nation  toward  social  justice." 

Less  than  a  month  into  the  curriculum, 
PC's  students  give  the  seminar  high  marks. 

"I  can  already  see  relationships  being 
formed  on  a  friendly  and  scholarly  basis,"  said 
Travis  Forrester,  a  senior  political  science 
major.  "This  seminar  will  give  great  insight 
from  other  peoples'  perspective  —  insight 
from  those  whose  grandparents  or  parents 
may  have  participated  in  the  movement. 
These  will  be  views  that  those  students  not 
around  African  American  students  couldn't 
get  in  face-to-face  interactions  and  discus- 
sions." 

"It  has  been  a  wonderful  experience," 
echoed  Katie  Mitzel  of  Longwood,  Fla. 
"1  wanted  to  further  my  ashamedly  little 
knowledge  of  this  movement  that  is  unique 
to  America  (and)  I  have  already  learned  so 
many  new  things.  I  have  made  good  friends 
with  some  of  the  Claflin  students.  Five  PC 


students  from  the  class  went  out  to  eat  at 
Zorba's  with  them  last  class  meeting,  and 
it  was  great.  1  want  to  get  to  know  them  in 
class  as  well  as  outside  of  class." 

Perhaps  the  most  unique  perspective 
belongs  to  Linda  Gustafsson,  a  student  from 
Finland  who  is  studying  at  PC  this  semester. 
"To  me  it  seemed  like  a  great  opportunity  to 
learn  about  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  and 
be  able  to  visit  some  of  the  places  where  these 
events  actually  took  place,"  Gustafsson  said. 
"Dr.  Ingram  and  Dr.  Midgette  have  done 
great  team-work,  so  far,  during  the  seminar. 
It  is  so  interesting  to  meet  other  people  and 
to  discuss  with  the  students  from  Claflin. 


...This  is  much  more  than  a  seminar,  it  is  an 
experience  for  life  and  I  feel  honored  to  be 
a  part  of  it." 

That  international  perspective  does 
not  surprise  Ingram,  who  encountered  an 
interest  in  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  in 
the  Ukraine,  where  he  served  as  a  Fulbright 
Scholar  in  2002. 

"To  my  surprise,  a  faculty  member  at 
the  university  in  the  Ukraine  alerted  me 
to  a  meeting  being  held  by  the  law  school 
students  to  celebrate  Martin  Luther  King's 
birthday.  Here  I  was,  the  only  faculty  mem- 
ber of  color  at  the  university,  but  we  had 
students  from  Kazakhstan  and  Russia  cel- 
ebrating Martin  Luther  King's  life,"  Ingram 
said.  "It  just  made  such  an  impression  on 
me  and  I  realized  that  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement  has  been  celebrated  around  the 
globe." 


One  hundred  miles  from  the  PC  cam- 
pus, examples  are  still  being  set. 

"I  find  it  very  interesting  that  Claflin's 
approach  to  the  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  holi- 
day is  not  taking  a  day  off.  Instead  they  have 
a  'day  on'  during  which  faculty,  staff,  and  stu- 
dents are  to  be  involved  in  service  activities 
and  community  works,"  Griffith  said.  "As  a 
community,  we've  wrestled  with  the  proper 
response  to  the  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  holi- 
day. So,  just  as  Claflin  is  examining  what  we 
have  to  offer,  we're  also  watching  them  to 
learn  more." 

The  PC  theater  department  is  consider- 
ing a  fall  production  centering  on  African 
American  life,  with  the  goal  of  having  Claf- 
lin students  join  PC  students  in  the  perfor- 
mance. Discussion  is  already  underway  on 
another  course  to  examine  the  politics  of  the 
Caribbean  —  where  many  slaves  exported 
from  Africa  eventually  landed  —  using  Ja- 
maica as  a  model.  Student  and  faculty  ex- 
changes are  also  possible  in  the  future. 

From  a  two-hour  drive  to  a  flight  half- 
way around  the  world,  the  collaborative  ef- 
forts are  opening  new  academic  and  cultural 
doors  for  PC  students.  They  also  represent 
the  college's  commitment  to  being  more 
open  and  demonstrating  its  appreciation  of 
diversity,  tolerance,  and  greater  understand- 
ing among  people. 

"Both  of  these  partnerships  represent  a 
commitment  by  the  institution  to  expand 
boundaries,"  Griffith  said.  "For  some,  it's 
easier  to  conceive  of  Orangeburg,  South 
Carolina  than  it  is  Guiyang,  China  and 
Guizhou  University.  But  just  as  we're  doing 
many  things  in  common  with  Claflin,  we 
also  have  much  in  common  with  Guizhou. 
Both  have  exciting  potential." 

"1  hope  that  one  of  the  things  we  all 
learn  from  these  types  of  collaborations 
—  whether  it  is  from  our  Asian  peers  or  our 
African  American  peers  —  is  the  lesson  of 
Dr.  King  that  we  need  to  respect  the  dignity 
of  all  people,"  Ingram  added.  "Whether  our 
students  become  doctors,  lawyers,  or  teach- 
ers, I  hope  the  values  they  gain  from  these 
types  of  collaborations  will  further  help  them 
be  good  citizens  regardless  of  the  communi- 
ties in  which  they  live."

James  "Mack"  Singleton,  president  of  New  South 
Companies,  Inc.,  accepted  the  coveted  Beal  Award  at 
the  Southeastern  Lumber  Manufacturers  Association's 
annual  conference  in  August.  The  award,  which  is  the 
association's  highest  honor,  is  presented  to  the  member 
who  demonstrates  leadership  qualities  within  the  as- 
sociation, the  industry,  and  in  the  community  at  large. 
Mack  is  a  past  chairman  for  both  the  Southern  Forest 
Products  Association  and  the  Coalition  for  Fair  Lumber 
Imports.  He  served  on  the  board  of  governors  for  the 
Southern  Pine  Inspection  Bureau  from  1991-2002  and 
is  also  actively  involved  with  SLMA.

Sloan  and  Cato  are  among  the  2004  inductees 
into  the  North  Carolina  Business  Hall  of  Fame 

Albert  "Pete"  Sloan  and  Wayland  Cato  have  much  in  common. 

As  chairman  and  president  of  Lance,  Inc.,  Sloan  '65  grew  the  stock  market  value  of  the 
snack-food  company  from  $121  million  to  $659  million  during  a  15-year  period.  Cato,  along 
with  his  father,  founded  CATO  Corp.  in  1946  and  has  watched  the  women's  clothing  chain 
expand  to  more  than  1,100  stores  in  28  states. 

Closer  to  home,  Sloan  speaks  highly  of  his  experience  as  a  Presbyterian  College  student, 
citing  the  common  sense  of  his  professors  as  a  life  lesson  he  carried  with  him  during  his  profes- 
sional career.  Cato's  common  sense  and  business  acumen  brought  him  to  Clinton  last  year  to 
join  the  PC  Family  as  an  honorary  alumnus,  accepting  an  honorary  doctorate  of  commercial 
science  at  the  2004  Commencement  ceremony. 

The  two  men  are  also  linked  by  a  scholarship  at  PC  —  an  endowment  started  by  the  CATO 
Foundation  that  honors  both  Sloan  and  the  foundation.

Sloan  and  Cato  were  inducted  to  the  hall  along  with  Paul  Broyhill,  former  president  and 
CEO  of  Broyhill  Furniture  Industries,  and  Ron  Doggett,  former  chairman  and  CEO  of  GoodMark 
Foods,  Inc. 

Candidates  for  the  North  Carolina  Business  Hall  of  Fame  must  be  retired  or  at  least  70  years 
of  age.  They  must  be  industry  leaders  who  have  made  a  significant  impact  on  their  communi- 
ties and  employees.  The  N.C.  Citizens  for  Business  and  Industry  makes  nominations.  Junior 
Achievement  of  Central  Carolinas  selects  the  winners. 

The  Class  of  2004  brings  the  total  to  72  men  and  women  in  the  hall.  The  indix'iduals 
represent  a  wide  array  of  businesses  including  agriculture,  banking,  government,  manufacturing, 
retail,  textiles,  transportation,  and  utilities.

Blue  Hose  'B'  Team 
recalls  wild  exploits 
from  the  winter  of  '62 

Nothing  makes  PC  alumni  feel  younger 
than  getting  together  and  reminiscing  about 
their  college  days.  No  friendships  in  life  ex- 
ceed the  bonding  of  those  early  days  of  adult- 
hood when  students  are  scared  but  exhilarated 
to  he  on  their  own,  drunk  with  first  freedom 
of  trial  adulthood,  and  too  naive  to  know  not 
to  go  wild! 

Such  was  the  return  to  carefree  inno- 
cence when  a  few  KA's  from  the  class  of  1964 
joined  Robert  "Hoppy"  Hopkins  and  his  wife, 
Cathie,  at  their  cottage  in  Montreat,  N.C.,  for 
a  few  days  of  fun  preceding  PC's  Homecoming 
last  fall,  it  was  the  first  time  the  five  had  got- 
ten together  in  40  years,  but  they  picked  up  as 
if  it  were  yesterday  that  they  roomed  together 
and  shared  beer  and  bands  in  the  tool  shed 
that  served  as  the  KA  House  at  PC. 

Montreat  was  the  perfect  gathering  spot 
for  resurrecting  the  memories  of  the  wild  and 
crazy  years  that  these  solid  businessmen,  two 
of  whom  were  the  sons  of  Presbyterian  minis- 
ters, experienced  together  in  their  late  teens. 
During  each  semester  break  of  their  four 
years  at  PC,  this  group  of  KA's  would  brave 
the  January'  mountain  cold  in  the  preacher's 
unheated  house,  with  water  turned  off  to 
protect  the  pipes  from  freezing,  and  spend  a 
few  days  of  adventure  together  in  Montreat. 

The  young  bucks  in  the  1960's  who  were 
exploring  their  freedom,  having  many  laughs 
and  just  "hanging  out"  were  Robert  "Hoppy" 
Hopkins,  Wellborn  Gregg,  Bill  Neely,  Tommy 
Williams,  Creighton  Likes,  Frank  King,  the 
late  Mike  Lowrance,  and  from  year  to  year, 
various  others. 

It  was  in  January  1962  that,  after  a  few 
days  of  cold  weather  and  no  showers,  an  in- 
spiration hit  and  the  group  decided  to  go  to 
the  nearby  Montreat  College  gym  to  play  a 
little  basketball  and  get  a  warm  shower.  They 
gained  permission  from  the  local  coach  by 
presenting  themselves  as  the  "B"  Team  from 
Presbyterian  College.  The  delighted  coach 
not  only  said  "sure"  to  the  group's  request  to 
practice  baskets  and  shower,  but  also  arranged 
an  official  game  for  the  next  night  against 
Montreat's  basketball  team. 


The  guys  practiced  their  best  shots,  got  warm, 
showered,  and  then  passed  the  word  around  the 
Montreat  girls'  dorm  that  they  were  having  a  party 
that  night.  To  the  KA's  delight,  a  few  Montreat 
girls  sneaked  out  of  their  dorms  after  curfew  to 
party  a  little  at  the  cold  house  on  the  hill. 

In  the  darkened  room,  with  music  from  the 
record  player  going  full  blast,  a  loud  knock  on  the 
door  was  answered.  Standing  there  was  the  dean 
of  women  from  Montreat  College  accompanied 
by  a  security  officer  with  a  flashlight.  Both  wore 
big  frowns  and  sternly  asked,  "Are  any  of  our  girls 
here?" 

Two  young  women  frantically  escaped  through 
the  side  door,  one  jumped  out  of  the  window, 
and  three  were  ushered  back  to  the  school  —  all 
in  big  trouble.  The  Montreat  dean  called  Dean 
A.J.  TTiackston  at  PC  to  say  his  boys  were  cor- 
rupting her  girls.  Unbeknownst  to  the  young 
men,  Thackston  promised  her  the  culprits  would 
be  expelled  from  school  upon  their  return  after 
semester  break. 

The  next  night,  the  stands  were  packed  for 
the  infamous  basketball  game  at  Montreat  Col- 
lege. The  game  was  tied  in  overtime  when  Tommy 
Williams  scored  to  give  PC's  "B"  team  the  win. 
The  elated  PC  "B"  team  called  the  story  in  to  the 
AsheviUe  newspaper,  which  printed  the  headline 


"PC  'B'  Team  Defeats  Montreat"  in  the 


morning  paper. 

It  was  not  until  years  later  that  these 
alums  discovered  how  close  they  came  to  be- 
ing expelled.  However,  because  Thackston 
had  so  enjoyed  the  good  publicity  for  PC, 
he  hadn't  the  heart  to  follow  it  with  the 
headline  "PC's  'B'  Team  Expelled  For  Cor- 
rupting Montreat  Girls."  The  scandal  for  PC 
would  have  been  too  great! 

During  the  succeeding  two  years,  PC's 
"B"  team  won  one  and  lost  one.  According 
to  Tommy  Williams,  "They  had  a  real  team 
by  then!" 

Forty-two  years  later,  the  five  — ac- 
companied by  their  wives  —  returned  to 
the  "crime  scene"  (this  time  with  heat  and 
running  water)  and  spent  two  wonderful 
days  reminiscing  and  howling  with  laughing 
over  their  college  antics,  many  of  which 
would  horrify  their  grown  children  and 
young  grandchildren.  Unfortunately,  King 
was  unable  to  join  the  reunion  because  of 
recent  back  surgery. 

The  fun  continued  throughout  the 
group's  official  40'''  reunion  weekend  at 
PC.

More  than  two  dozen  Pi  Kappa  Alpha 
fraternity  memhers  —  both  current  students 
and  alumni  —  gathered  at  the  Pike  house  last 
fall  to  pay  a  Homecoming  Weekend  tribute 
to  one  of  their  own. 

TTie  group  gathered  to  hang  a  plaque  in 
honor  of  Dr.  J.  Phillip  Olmert,  an  alumnus 
and  fraternity  member  who  was  killed  in  an 
accident  more  than  20  years  ago. 

A  1 966  graduate  of  PC,  Olmert  specialized 
in  cancer-related  illnesses  at  the  Durwood 
Medical  Clinic  in  Charlotte,  N.C.,  and  was 
an  assistant  professor  of  medicine  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  In  1984,  just 
after  his  death,  family  members  and  friends 
established  in  his  memor>'  the  Dr.  J.  Phillip 
Olmert  Scholarship  Fund  for  a  rising  senior 
with  promise  for  a  career  in  medicine. 

The  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  ceremony  was  con- 
ceived by  Dr.  Tommy  Hearon  '65,  a  cardiolo- 
gist from  Columbia,  S.C.,  and  was  led  by  Walt 
Todd  '66,  a  Columbia  attorney.  Each  year,  in 
fact,  Hearon  and  Todd  —  both  members  of  Pi 


Kappa  Alpha  —  are  responsible  for  awarding  the 
Olmert  Scholarship  at  PC. 

Todd,  who  was  the  president  of  the  fraternity 
during  his  senior  year,  said  he  wants  the  fraternity 
and  the  college  to  remember  Olmert  not  only  as 
the  former  secretary  of  the  organization  but  also 
as  a  gifted  healer  and  a  dedicated  family  man. 

"He  was  a  very  good  man,"  Todd  said.  "He  was 
quite  unusual  —  the  kind  of  person  who  did  all  the 
work  and  held  the  fraternity  together.  He  was  a 
close  friend  and  he  is  dearly  missed.   ...It  was  so 


tragic  to  lose  him  to  happenstance." 

The  plaque,  crafted  in  the  shield  and 
diamond  symbols  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  bears 
Olmert's  name  and  significant  dates  in  his 
life. 

Olmert  was  sur\'ived  by  his  wife,  Anne,  and 
their  three  daughters,  Jacquelinn,  Virginia,  and 
Susan  '97,  a  Spartanburg  attorney. 

Guests  at  the  Homecoming  ceremony  also 
included  Olmert's  mother,  his  sister  Sarah  Ol- 
mert Smith  '73,  and  his  brother,  Henley  Olmert 
'69,  also  a  brother  in  Pi  Kappa  Alpha.

Curtis  Bell  '04 
remembered  for  his 
lifelong  love  of  flying 

In  a  2002  article  in  the  "Presbyterian  College 
Magazine,"  Curtis  Bell  spoke  matter-of-tactly  about 
his  favorite  avocation. 

"I  couldn't  imagine  never  flying,"  Bell  said. 
"1  realize  I've  been  very  fortunate  to  have  the  op- 
portunity to  fly." 

The  22-year-old's  love  of  the  air  and  his  exten- 
sive training  added  to  the  shock  on  the  PC  campus 
Saturday  as  faculty,  staff,  and  students  learned  of 
the  2004  graduate's  death  last  October  when  the 
T-6  Texan  airplane  he  was  piloting  crashed  in 
Lexington  County.  Bell's  passenger,  a  39-year-old 
Irmo  man,  also  died  in  the  crash. 

"Curtis  was  not  only  an  outstanding  baseball 
player  and  a  scholar,  but  he  was  what  everyone  of 
us  strives  to  be  -  the  ultimate  citizen,"  PC  head 
baseball  coach  Elton  Pollack  said.  "Curtis  will  be 
missed,  but  nex'er  forgotten.  The  legacy  he  left 
behind  will  live  on  in  our  hearts  forever.  His  family 
is  in  our  thoughts  and  prayers." 

Hal  Milam,  a  member  of  the  college's  com- 
munications office  and  the  author  of  the  college 
magazine's  feature  story  on  the  young  pilot,  recalled 
Bell's  humility. 

"1  really  enjoyed  getting  to  know  Curtis  as  I 
interviewed  him  for  the  story,  although  1  have  to 
admit  it  wasn't  always  easy,"  Milam  said.  "He  was 


very  generous  with  the  tacts  -  the  nuts  and  bolts  of 
when  he  started  flying,  where  he's  been  and  so  forth. 
It  was  obvious  that  he  loved  to  fly.  Beyond  that, 
though,  1  sensed  that  he  was  a  little  uncomfortable 
talking  about  himself  -  and  it  wasn't  because  he 
was  putting  up  a  wall  or  out  of  some  kind  of  phony 
humility  (Former  PC  baseball  coach)  Doug  Kovash 
told  me  Curtis  would  never  brag  about  flying  and  he 
was  right." 

A  physics  major  who  minored  in  both  business 
and  math.  Bell  was  the  epitome  of  the  PC  scholar- 
athlete.  As  the  starting  third  baseman  for  the  2004 
Blue  Hose  baseball  team,  Bell  hit  .362  with  four  home 
nins  and  44  RBI  to  earn  first  team  All-South  Atlantic 
Conference  honors.  He  also  was  named  first  team 
CoSlDA  Academic  All- America  and  SAC  Scholar- 
Athlete  of  the  Year  Award  for  baseball  after  posting 
a  3.94  grade  point  average  in  the  classroom. 

He  was  named  to  the  SAC  Commissioner's 
Honor  Roll  during  all  eight  semesters  he  attended 
PC. 

A  licensed  pilot.  Bell  was  a  third-generation 
aviator.  One  of  his  earliest  memories,  he  recalled, 
was  standing  at  the  controls  in  a  plane's  cockpit  while 
being  held  by  his  grandfather,  an  aircraft  mechanic 
and  pilot  from  Carrolton,  Ga.  The  seed  that  was 
planted  in  that  5-year-old  boy  found  strong  roots  and 
he  dedicated  himself  to  learning  more  about  flying 
and  airplanes. 

He  had  flown  since  the  age  of  13  and  logged 
more  than  2,000  hours  as  a  pilot.  Bell  soloed  in  a 
glider  at  age  14  and  held  the  North  Carolina  record 
for  altitude  in  a  glider.  He  and  his  father,  Don  Bell, 
owner  of  Bell  Aviation  in  Columbia,  S.C.,  crossed  the 


Atlantic  together.  Curtis  also  soloed  to  numerous 
cities  in  the  United  States,  and  flew  the  family's 
vintage  airplanes  in  shows  and  exhibitions  across 
the  U.S. 

He  was  both  instrument  and  multi-engine 
rated,  and  earned  his  instructor  rating  in  2001 
to  spend  his  summers  teaching  others  to  fly  His 
talents  were  profiled  last  June  on  FOX  Sports' 
national  "NCAA  on  Campus"  television  show. 

A  man  of  strong  Christian  faith.  Bell  formed 
a  lifelong  friendship  with  Marcus  Corey  of  Farm- 
ington,  Maine,  when  they  were  seventh-graders 
on  a  mission  trip  in  Fiji.  Bell  not  only  flew  to 
Maine  to  visit  his  friend,  but  Corey  spent  the 
summer  of  2002  with  Bell  in  South  Carolina 
training  to  earn  his  own  pilot's  license. 

"Marcus  told  me  he  believed  God  brought 
the  two  of  them  together  to  use  flying  as  a  minis- 
try," Milam  said.  "He  marveled  at  Curtis'  ability 
to  connect  with  people  -  particularly  older  pilots 
who  flew  in  some  of  the  same  kinds  of  planes  that 
Curtis  flew  in  shows.  That's  a  gift  that  seemed 
as  important  to  him  as  being  able  to  fly  or  hit  a 
baseball. 

"I  wrote  that  Curtis  Bell  was  'the  ultimate 
teammate  -  willing  to  share  his  gifts  and  talents 
and  faith  with  others,'"  he  added.  "As  deeply 
saddened  as  1  am  to  know  that  we  won't  have 
the  opportunity  to  see  Curtis  become  one  of 
those  old  pilots  himself,  I  believe  that  he  remains 
forever  our  teammate  at  PC  so  long  as  we  let  our 
memories  of  his  gifts  and  talents  and  faith  take 
flight  always."

Mary  Henry  Edmunds  and  named  in  honor  of  her  husband,  de  Saussure  Davis  Edmunds,  '25;  the  endowment 
of  the  Hardie  Lecture  Series  through  the  estate  of  former  trustee  Virginia  Hardie;  the  John  I.  Smith  Merit 
Scholarships  through  the  estate  of  Mr.  Smith's  mother,  Nora  Watson  Smith;  the  endowment  of  the  James  H. 
Thomason  Library  through  a  trust  established  by  Mr.  Thomason;  the  many  student  scholarships  through  the 
estate  of  Bennett  A.  Brown  '50;  and  athletic  scholarships  through  the  estate  of  James  F.  Adair  '29. 

Witnessing  to  the  work  of  Presbyterian  College  did  not  stop  with  the  extraordinary  people  who  came 
before.
